S e n a to r S ta n fo r d ’s P h ila n th r o p ic P la n s. 
S a n F r a n c isc o, August 28th.—Early in 
January last the statement was made pub­ 
lic that ex-Govemor Leland Standford was 
about to invest $10,000,000 of his fortune 
in public institutions of learning, for the 
benefit of the State of California. That 
the Governor intends to carry out this 
scheme as rapidly as possible, is made evi­ 
dent by the arrival in tiiis city to-day of F. 
A. Walker, President of the Institute of 
Technology at Boston. Mass., who has 
come here at the invitation of Senator 
Stanford to confer with him on educational 
matters and the best methods of carrying 
out the Senator’s philanthropic enterprises. 
President W alker expects to remain here 
two weeks. It is rumored that Calistoga 
Springs may be selected as a site for the 
Senator’s institute, and in this connection it 
may be stated that the Calistoga Independent 
has published a statem ent that a dee ! had 
been filed whereby Alexander Badlani. of 
San Franeiso, conveys to Leland Stanford 
an undivided two-thirds interest in all the 
property known as the Calistoga Hot 
Springs, in the town of Calistoga. The con­ 
sideration given in the deed was merely 
nominal.

Hydraulic Mining Contempt Cases. 
The Supreme Court has rendered a de­ 
cision in bank refusing to interfere with 
the Superior Court of Y uba county in 
punishing the hydraulic miners who re- ; 
fused to obey its orders. 
The decision 
reads as follow*: 
Hedges et al. vs. Superior Court of Yuba 
county.—Application for a writ prohibit­ 
ing the respondent front proceeding in the 
matter of an alleged contempt committed 
by the petitioners. 
An injunction hail 
been issued and served restraining a cor­ 
poration, its officers, agents, superintend­ 
ents, managers, servants and employes 
from the copunission of certain acts." The 
affidavit on which the contempt proceed­ 
ings were based did not in terms state that 
the petitioners herein were officers, agents, 
superintendents, 
managers, servants or 
emploves of tiie corporation; but it did 
state that they had full knowledge of m e 
issuance, service and effect of the Injunc­ 
tion, that they worked the m ine of the 
corporation, and that they did the acts 
complained of in violation of the injunc­ 
tion and in contem pt-of the authority of 
the Court issuing it. 
We cannot presume, 
for the purpose of issuing the writ prayed 
for, that the petitioners went upon the 
ground of the corporation without iis 
authority and committed a trespass, and 
worked its mine "w ith a high hand;’’ but, 
rather, that they went in and worked the 
mine with the consent and approbation of 
the owner—that their operations were per­ 
mitted if not approved and authorized. 
Tested by the rules of law as to a writ of 
prohibition, we think the affidavit suffic­ 
ient. W rit denied.

SiaitroiiU C o llisio n 'n O a k la n d . 
[3. F. Bulletin. August 28th.) 
A disastrous collision occurred at 12:10 
this morning at thecr issing of Seventh and 
Webster streets, Oakland. 
A water train 
ot the Central l ’acitic Railroad, running on 
Seventh street, struck a passenger train of 
the South Pacific Coast Railroad (narrow 
gauge) running on Webster street. The 
narrow-gauge train was carrying passengers 
from the boat that left Saii Francisco at 
11:45 toward the terminus at Fourteenth 
and Webster streets. 
The train consisted 
of an engine, two passenger cars and a 
baggage car. As usual, the train stopped 
before crossing the broad-gauge track at 
Seventh street. 
The semaphore signal 
showed " clear track " to the narrow-gauge 
train, and accordingly the engineer started 
the tr .in when the conductor gave the 
usual signal. The engine and the two 
passenger cars had crossed the broad-gauge 
track when the ponderous water train of 
the Central Pacific Railroad, backing west­ 
ward, crashed into the baggage car, which 
was at the rear end of the train. The bag­ 
gage car was turned almost upside down 
and the forward end was crushed to splint­ 
ers, the watering car resting on the ruins. 
The middle ear of the narrow-gauge train 
was turned on its side. 
Four persons were in the haggnge-car 
when the disaster occurred. 
Three were 
passengers, the other was a brakeman. All 
were in the rear part of the car, and for 
that reason escaped death. 
One of the 
passengers, Dr. Rankin, of this citv, kicked 
a window out and bystanders lifted the 
passengers from the overturned car. For a 
short time it seemed that no one was in­ 
jured, but in a few minutes Dr. Rankin, 
who liad done the most for his fellow-pas- 
scngers, became faiHt and had to be carried 
to an adjacent store.

There is perhaps not an industry or an 
individual in die State of California not to 
be benefited by the utmost possible develop­ 
m ent of the fruit-growing industry, pro­ 
vided the products of orchard and vineyard 
can be marketed at remunerative prices. 
T hat is the great question of the hour, and 
one which is pressing itself prominently 
before the people for intelligent solution. 
The following letter, written by W . R. 
N utting upon this subject, and published 
in the Pacific Rural Prest, will be of interest 
to our readers: 
Coming to San Francisco from Boston a 
year ago as agent for an Eastern insurance 
company, various problems in the social, 
political and business economy of this land 
of sunshine and flowers have presented 
themselves in entirely new and different 
rfbnns from those presented in the Eastern 
States. One of the most pressing and im ­ 
portant prob'.eni3 to this State appears to 
be : 
'• How can California sell at a profit 
ail the fruit she can raise?” Complying 
w ith your request, I will address a few 
thoughts to the fruit-growers on this sub­ 
ject. The answers heretofore given are va­ 
rious. and do not appear to have been suc­ 
cessful in results, borne say, “ Put it in 
cans,” “ put it up dried,” "’make it into 
wine.” and each plan sells a moiety of the 
yeurly increasing crops, but still the price3 
go down, and additional thousands of acres 
are planted on the false expectations en­ 
couraged ol a future m arket by these 
means. 


THE GBEAT, HUNGRY FIFTY MILLIONS 
East of us don't want it cooked, or canned, 
or dried, or as w ine; they want fruit, fresh 
and fair as nature makes it, and all these 
are not fruit, but artificial preparations, 
which are useful, but cannot take the place 
of fresh fruit. Some say, “ Force down the 
railroad rates—they arc what choke us,” 
and this cry has been so loud as to be heard 
in the East, and I, like everybody else 
there, had supposed it to be true. But 
here, when I learn that the charge is thre- 


any possible reduction in these rates would 
reduce the retail prices of fruit to the East­ 
ern consumer, or materially increase the 
quantity consumed, so long as the trade is 
conducted as it is at present. And very 
slight knowledge of the law of supply and 
demand will teach any thoughtful mind 
tlial if the consumption and demand are 
not 
increased, by 
no 
possibility can 
the price to individual producers be in­ 
creased. The rapidly growing num ber of 
producers and of mortgaged acres coming 
into bearing will continue, as this year, to 
force sales down to less than 


THE BARE COST OF PICKING 
And freighting to local markets, and those 
who ship East will buy where they can buy 
cheapest, and they only wili benefit by any 
possible or probable reduction in freights. 
H ave any fruit-growers got belter prices 
this year than last, because of the reduction 
of 25 per cent, in freigln rates ? Only those 
w ho shipped direct on their own account. 
The general m arket has fallen far beyond 
the freight reduction. I think it is a mis­ 
take to blame the railroads while it is really 
the fruit-growers’ own lack of organization 
that is directly and almost w hollyto blame. 
Wliy, if the 10,OX) fruit-growers of this 
State were united as one man, railroads 
would he built across the continent for the 
business of snch an organization, and it 
could dictate terms to them as does the 
Standard Oil Company in the East. But, 
as shown above, any possible freight reduc­ 
tions would not cure the evil of low prices, 
but would only tend to increase it by bring­ 
ing into the field on false hopes thousands 
of new producers. 


THREE PROPOSITIONS. 
Now my theory is original and may seem 
to you impractical, but it is confirmed by 
sid eral m onths oí observations here and of 
correspondence East, and 1 ask your atten­ 
tion to the following propositions : 
1. T hat a producer's main object is to 
sc-Il at a profit all he can produce. 
2. That if the m ultitude over the m ount­ 
ains could get your product atCalifornm 
prices, and freight added, they would c¡W- 
sume everything you could raise. 
3. That, therefore, he who adds the most 
cents per pound in cost to the consumer is 
your greatest enemy, as he 
not only 
squeezes down the price you receive, but 
also infinitely lessens the am ount con­ 
sumed, which again reacts on you. 


WHO IS TO BLAME? 
Now this greatest enemy which you 
should reach and control or displace, is not 
the ” grasping railroad monopoly,” of 
which everybody is complaining, with its 
petty charge of a possible cent or half cent 
a paund profit, and its millions invested, 
but it is the insignificant little hundred- 
dollar corner-stand fruit-dealer of the East­ 
ern cities, who insists on making 100 per 
cent, profit on every pound of California 
fruit he handles. 
And next to him is the wholesaler, and 
perhaps the next is the shipper, and so on 
down to the man who buys at your door, 
each adding 25 or 50 or 100 per cent, profit, 
till the retailer is charged perhaps ten times 
as much as yon got; and then, because of 
the high cost and risk of its not keeping 
m uch longer, and because of its beautiful 
appearance, ne only buys a sm all lot for 
show and to draw trade, and he add3 at 
pnce ten or fifteen cents a pound, and there­ 
by becomes the greatest hindrance to your 
selling all the fruit you can raise at prices 
profitable to you. 
Because of the high fcost and small quan­ 
tity eih ib ;tr ., ine family man who carries 
no me daily through the season a 25 or 50­ 
cent basket of Florida, Delaware or New 
Jersey fruit, will perhaps take home for 
once just a sample of California fruit as a 
curiosity. 


THINK OF THESE FIGURES. 
The grand result is that while you are 
boasting of the increased shipments this 
year, averaging five cars a day by express 
trains, of all your kinds of fruit, to supply 
the whole great country eastward, that Bos­ 
ton alone Mbs for years taken a truin a day 
throughout the season of 20 to 35 carloads 
of Delaware and New Jersey peaches, be­ 
sides twice a week an ocean steamship 
load, sometimes piled up-fo the pilot house 
and over the cabins with fruit and produce 
from Norfolk and other Southern parts. 
W ouldn't it clean out the peach markets 
in this State to send 35 carloads a day to 
Boston alone, and to other cities in propor­ 
tion? And if 1,000 peach growers of Cali­ 
fornia owned or controlled 1,000 corner 
fruit stands in New England and New York, 
so as to keep the prices down low enough 
to sel. all that could be shipped over the 
road in good order, would I be able next 
year to buy as good a basket of fancy 
peaches in San Francisco for 40 cents as my 
friends in Boston or New York have to na v 
$2 ,50 for? 


ORGANIZATION FOR SALE OK FRUIT. 
Truly California as a ij-eat fruit m anu­ 
factory has not yet organized her “ celling 
departm ent” nor ” made her m arket” for 
the great variety of goods she produces. 
Many of yon begin to be conscious of 
this and are seeking ways to improve the 
situation, and co-operation is suggested as 
the best plan, but the great number are not 
ready for that yet, and even if started it 
■would probably fail—as a chain fails—from 
the failure of its weakest links. W ill any- 
other method succeed except that which 
has been styled the “Archimedean le v e r of 
modem progress.” the method now uni­ 
versally used to organize and unite many 
individuals for one common end—not "co­ 
operation," but "incorporation?” 
This it is which gives power to railroad 
and steamship and telegraph companies 
over the disorganized individuals with 
whom they deal, and this too. and this 
only, can give California control of the 
prices and quantity of her fruits to be sold 
in the Eastern States. 
By reason of the perishable nature of 


demands tnfetn, the owner losing only in­ 
terest aiid storage meanwhile. B ut with 
fruit, the principal itself is lost, if not 
gathered, shipped, sold, delivered and con­ 
sumed within a few days’ tim e. There­ 
fore, consumers won't come to California 
for it. and middlemen w on't handle it, ex­ 
cept in the smallest quantities at the lowest 
possible cost and the highest possible price, 
both of which have proved inimical to Cal­ 
ifornia interests. 
A SCHEME PROPOSED. 
Hence, I m aintain that every middle­ 
man, wholesaler and retailer, should be 
done away with by a corporation composed 
wholly of fruit-raisers, that the corporation 
should contract with the railroads for a 
train a day, and should buy where it could 
buy best, enough fruit to ’ill the specified 
num ber of cars, and should own or control, 
by a fixed scale of prices posted over each 
stand, a sufficient num ber of retail stands 
in Eastern cities to dispose of all the Iruit 
sent forward. 
The shareholder and producer would 
then get his profit over the present rates in 
two w ays—first and m ainly by the higher 
price his product would command at home, 
bv the market being relieved of so large a 
quantity daily exported; and secondly, by 
whatever profit was made on his share in 
the corporation acting as shipper, jobber 
and retailer. In theory, of course, every 
producer should have such share in the 
company as his production bears to the 
grand total crop, but practically those with 
few or no shares would be benefited by the 
general relief to the m arket. 
It will not escape your memory at this 
point that many times the railroad m an­ 
agers have thrown out the hin t that any 
combination able to guarantee a regular 
num ber of cars per day would be able to 
command special and much lower freight 
rates than the present from the associated 
railroad companies interested. 
is IT PRACTICABLE? 
Yon, gentlemen, used to dealing only 
with a few aeres of land and a few men— 
and often, too, witli but few or no dollars— 
may deem this an impractical scheme, and 
every m an now m aking a living in hand­ 
ling your production will re-echo the cry 
and hinder, as far as possible, any leader 
among you from coming forward to organ­ 
ize such a company. But is it any wise so 
impractical as once would have seemed the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, with 
its finger at nearly every village and rail­ 
road station from the Atlantic to the Pa­ 
cific, from Mexico to the most northern 
wilds of Canada? Is it anything so difficult 
to organize, as for John D. Kockafeller to 
become master of the price of petroleum in 
every hamlet of the 
civilized world? 
Would your own railroad and bonanza 
kings say that it was impractical if they 
owned your farms and could not get pay 
for picking the fruit, to say nothing of in­ 
terest and living expenses while it was 
growing ? 
Everyone interested in shipping, can­ 
ning, drying or win -making will of course 
oppose. They want fruit cheap. 


THE PRESENT CONDITION 
Of your business is perhaps best stated in 
the words of one of the local authorities 
well known to you a ll: “ The low price of 
fruit this year means bankruptcy to many, 
and if no lietter next year, it will kill the 
business.” 
If not so had as that, no one doubts that 
by foreclosures hundreds of families will 
be choked out of thc-ir property, and the 
hopes which have sustained them through 
years of privation, and perhaps through 
long journeys hither, unless some means 
are adopted soon to put the wholesale prices 
of such leading fruits as peaches, pears, 
plums, apricots, cherries and grapes above 
one cent a pound at San Francisco, by the 
single box or basket, after picking, packing 
and freighting for maybe 100 or 200 miles. 
Such a company would naturally, as inci­ 
dental to the business, eventually operate 
canning and drying establishments, and 
thus again help to raise prices on the gen­ 
eral market here, and by m aintaining un i­ 
form grades on a large output would do 
much to raise the general estimation of this 
class of products, as smaller establishments 
not in the fruit-growers’ interest will never 
do. 


SHOULD 
BE 
DONE 
BY 
GROWERS 
THEM­ 
SELVES. 
The capital which I am now offered by 
one man for a half interest in another en­ 
terprise ($30,000; would make a very re­ 
spectable start in this line, but my theory 
is that only fruit-growers should be inter­ 
ested in this company. 
The ordinary cap­ 
italist insists on having the greatest pos­ 
sible profit on the least risk, and would 
displace at once any manager or selling 
agent who, on his capita!, undertook to put 
Eastern prices down as low as possible lor 
the benefit of producers, but to the disad­ 
vantage of the capital invested. 
Those of your num ber who advocate 
“ co-operation” are right in their theory 
that help cannot be from outside. But with 
the independent habits of thought and 
action in America co-operative associations 
cannot in practice be bound together suf­ 
ficiently strong. 
It takes one-man power 
to execute, backed by the direction of a few 
and the dollars of the many, to deal in 
this country with a problem of any such 
magnitude as the one now before us. 
The only safe allies I can see for y on to 
have in this matter—excepting the Eastern 
consumers, who cannot he interested—are 
those very railroad people who some have 
been abusing as your worst enemies, but 
who naturally are your best friends, if 
honorably treated. 
You must sell all you 
can raise, and they must carry East all you 
can sell, and your interests are m utual in 
opening Eastern markets and 


MAINTAINING PRICES LOW ENOUGH 
To sell all that you can produce, and that 
they can carry. 
Their interest exceeds 
yours only in desiring such profits to you 
that every available acre in the State 
should ere long be producing fruit for the 
E astern- markets, so that they might run 
m any trains a day, instead o f'a paltry five 
cars a day on passenger trains. 
I regret that I have not your personal ac- 
qnaintance to encourage an attempt at once 
to organize a company among a few of 
your most public-spirited members which 
should offer 1,000 of its shares at $100 each 
to 1,000 fruit-growers (and to them only, at 
first), and when taken they should proceed 
to effect a perm anent organ ¡ration by the 
choice of well-known and able business 
men for Directors, President. Treasurer and 
General Manager, who should, as needed, 
appoint assistants both East and West, and 
start a train a day at the beginning of the 
next season. If the 1,000 fruit-growers got 
each an extra $100 or $500 or $5,000 for 
■ their crop next year, w hat care they if the 
. whole thing went to smash sometime and 
the $100 invested was never returned in 
dividends? 
Eastern markets once estab­ 
lished at low pnces, and a system of sup­ 
ply organized, they would never get back 
again to their present condition. If I were 
so situated as to carry through such an 
organization I would, after investigation 
botii here and at the East, fix a sum, 
probably 


LESS THAN O X ! CENT PER POUND. 
W hich the expenses should not exceed, 
and should endeavor to make all salaries 
dependent on the amount of goods dispose J 
of at a profit, and not at al! upon the m ak­ 
ing a large profit on the goods handled. 
Retail prices should only be raised when 
the California supply of any particular line 
was becoming insufficient to fill the de­ 
mand at low prices. 
Again, if in an executive position in such 
a company, I should endeavor to be pre­ 
pared to purchase any of its stock offered 
for sale, with the intention of making it a 
perm anent dividend-paving stock after the 
first year or two, when the Eastern market 
should be sufficiently developed to take at 
a profit all the fruit offered. 
Having thus elaborated m y views for the 
public benefit, though somewhat reluct­ 
antly , as I had long intended to work them 
out as a private enterprise for the benefit

these will fceep till the market rises and 


of the capital to be invested, 1 can but hope 
they will elicit sufficient discussion, ob­ 
jections and criticisms to eventually pro­ 
voke someboey to good works and put your 
fruit daily into the mouths of mv Eastern 
friends, many of whom have never seen 
any of it.

GENERAL GRANT COMMANDING IN 


INTELLECT B E 10R E THE W AR. 


In te re stin g R em in isc e n c e s T o ld by 
R ev. I>r. J . II. V in cen t, H is 
P a s to r a t G a len a . 


The Rev. J. II. Vincent, D. D.. LL.D., 
writes to the .S’. .5. Times, Philadelphia, the 
following interesting sketch of General 
Grant, as he accidentally became acquainted 
and knew him prior to the war, together 
with subsequent incidents, and concerning 
the general character of the man, which 
cannot fail to be of interest, although much 
has already been said : 
My first interview with " Mr. Grant ’’ was 
in a Dubuque (la.) hotel one Sunday m orn­ 
ing in the winter of 1851* and I860. I was 
at that tim e pastor of the Methodist Epis­ 
copal Church in Galena, and had gone to 
Dubuque the night before on an " ex­ 
change ” with the pastor of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church of that city, the Rev. 
Robert 1-aird Collier. Coming down-stairs 
on Sunday morning, I stood fur a few m in­ 
utes by the stove in the office of the hotel, 
where a gentleman, whom I did not recog­ 
nize, saluted me. " I hear vou prcacb, Mr. 
Vincent, every Sunday," he said; " I live 
in Galena, and m y name is Grant.” 
I had at one time been in correspondence 
with the speaker's lather concerning the 
occupancy of the Covington (Kv.) pulpit; 
but this Mr. Grant, the son. I had never 
met. W e at once entered into conversa­ 
tion, and the stirring questions of the day 
soon occupied our attention. I was greatly 
surprised at the intelligence of my newly- 
discovered parishioner. 
H e seemed to 
understand and to be deeply interested in 
national affairs, and discussed m en and 
parties, perils and possibilities, with great 
ease, and with remarkable sense and abil­ 
ity. The conversation was continued for 
half an hour or more, and I was surprised 
to find that I had a man of such force and 
thoughtfulness in my congregation ; for lie 
assured me that since his arrival in Galena 
he had regularly attended church. 
As he stood by the stove that winter 
morning, with his broad shoulders slightly 
stooped, his compact head and calm but 
emphatic manner, 1 then and there com­ 
pared him in my thought to the familiar 
picture of the great Napoleon ; and on my 
return to Galena I told my gyfe of .the dis­ 
covery and the comparison. I did not dur­ 
ing the first interview learn, nor had I 
belore known, that he had been in the 
army. 
, 
® Mississippi river at that season was 
full of ice; and as my wife had been some­ 
what anxious about my crossing it late on 
Saturday evening, and us Mr. Grant was to 
return to Galena that morning, I asked him 
.to call at the parsonage and relieve her 
solicitude. This service he promptly ren­ 
dered. After that I watched carefully the 
pew where my parishioner sat, and 1 found 
him to be a most helpful listener, giving 
close attention to the sermon from begin­ 
ning to end ; and it was not a little fiatici- 
ing to my professional pride when, four 
years later, at City Point, General Grant 
introduced me to President Lincoln, say­ 
ing, “ Mr. Vincent was my pastor in Ga­ 
lena, and 1 do not think 1 missed one of 
his sermons while I lived there." 
This 
apparent praise of the preacher was simply 
an unconscious tribute to the conscientious­ 
ness and reverence of the hearer. 
Galena is a city set on a hill. 
It rises 
from the river side, climbs (tie steep de­ 
clivity and crowns the summit. One who 
travels much through its streets must 
m ount many steep stairways. From the 
front door of my church to 'th e front door 
of the parsonage just behind it. there were 
between eighty and one hundred steps to 
climb. About fifty- steps more brought 
Mr. Grant to the level on which, a short 
distance back from the brow of the hill, his 
own house stood. YVe often climbed these 
steps together, lingering on the frequent 
and welcome landings fur conversation on 
the news of the day and the prospects of 
the nation. W hat 'a pity that or.e cannot 
sufficiently foreknow the career of a hero 
to keep a record of his sayings in such 
moods of frankness and enthusiasm .' 
I 
always loved to meet Mr. Grant—" the Cap­ 
tain,” as I occasionally heard him called : 
and more than once I saw him with the 
old blue army overcoat which has gone 
into history, 
i did not again think of the 
Napoleonic comparison instituted at the 
first interview in Dubuque. 
1 was too 
much interested in the simple-hearted, in­ 
telligent, friendly neighbor whom I re­ 
spected and loved. He lived a quiet life ; 
was, as I understood, a clerk In his father's 
leather store; had never succeeded very 
well in business: hail been in the army, 
and was an excellent man, who went to 
church and sent his children to Sunday- 
school. That was ail I knew of him. 
" 
On the breaking out of the war, Captain 
Grunt presided at the first war meeting in 
Galena. He soon left with a company of 
men for Springfield; and on the occasion of 
their departure I was requested to deliver 
the farewell address—an address to which 
he kindly alluded when, four years later, 
he sent a message to me in Chicago, asking 
me to go with him to Galena for the grand 
reception which that faithful old city was 
eaj-er to give the returning chieftain.' The 
ride from Chicago to Galena, on the day ol 
the return in 1865, is memorable. A special 
train of elegant drawing-room cars had 
been provided 
for the invited guests. 
Every station was crowded with enthusi­ 
astic people to greet the great conqueror. 
At Galena the demonstrations were most 
hearty. The crowd was immense. There 
was a touch of neighborly affection and 
pride in the expression of their welcome. 
On the way the General asked me to be 
his spokesman in Galena. He said : “ Mr. 
W asltburne will deliver the address of wel­ 
come. 
I want you to answer for me. 
I 
don’t want to speak myself. I do not say 
that I cannot speak ; but you may say for 
mg that never having been accustomed to 
making public addresses, I do not think it 
well to begin now. Tell the people of Ga­ 
lena how thankful I am for their welcome, 
aud tell them I shall consider Galena as 
my home for the future.” 
These thoughts 
he desired me to express for him. 
I at­ 
tempted it, but never wish again to repre­ 
sent another man on the platform. I did 
the best I could, but was embarrassed at 
the time, and much more embarrassed in 
the remembrance of it. And it was to me 
a little more than amusing to have a friend 
of mine from the neighborhood, an " old 
countryman,” say to me in the afternoon, 
as he clasped my hand heartily: “ \Veel, 
Mr. V enctu’, ye blatted fur the Gineral th ’ 
day.” 
l’eople have now come to know that 
General Grant was an admirable conversa­ 
tionalist. In private, be always spoke with 
ease, never hesitating for a word. On the 
car that day he gave me with great free­ 
dom his opinion of the leading men of the 
times: Sherman fwho was just at that 
time speaking a little too much for Ins 
own good, whom General Grant ably de­ 
fended), Sheridan, Stanton, Rawlins, Lin­ 
coln and others. He paid tribute to Gen­ 
eral Sherm an’s honesty ami enthusiasm 
and to General Sheridan’s flash and brill­ 
iancy. 
Of Lincoln, among other things, 
he said ; “ I have learned to love him. 
He is a wonderful man." 
W hen we reached the station at Galena, 
the General seemed positively timid. Mrs. 
Grant had to urge him to show him self to 
the crowds that climbed up on the plat­ 
form to see him . “ They want to see you, 
Mr. Grant. W hy don’t you give them a 
chance?” Like an obedient husband, he 
drew near the end of the car, and bowed 
and blushed as any modest maiden might 
do. 
Mrs. Grant always appreciated the ability 
of her husband. On the day of bis depart­ 
ure for Springfield in 1861, after the public 
farewell at the railway station, I called 
with my wife at the Grant home, and had a 
conversation with Mrs. Grant. 
In those 
days, she defended slavery. 
Indeed, I 
think that at that time she owned one or 
more slaves ill St. Louis. We had a short 
discussion on the general subject of slav­ 
ery, I being a Lincoln Abolitionist. 
I 
ended the harmless tilt between pastor and 
parisht&ner by sayir.g: "Well, Mrs. Grant. 
I hope your husband will be preserved, and 
will be brought to yon again in safetv;" to 
which she replied with a pleasant smile, 
but with much emphasis: 
“Dear m e ! I 
hope he wili come back a major-general, or 
something big.” 
W hen, in 1865, I re­ 
minded her of this 
remark, she said 
brightly: "I knew there was something in 


him , if he only had a chapee along with 
those other fellows.” 
Mrs. Grant's insight 
into her husband s character, her beauti­ 
ful domestic qualities, her freedom from 
pretense, her habitual simplicity, her devo­ 
tion to husband and children, and the m an­ 
ner in which she has escaped the harden­ 
ing influence of public life, render her al­ 
together admirable, and deserving of pub­ 
lic sympathy in these days of her grief; 
and of publie respect, honor and affection, 
during all the remaining years of her life. 
" I used to believe in slavery," she said, on 
her wav to Galena that day in 1865, "b u t 
Mr. Grant says ail that state of things has 
been forever changed, and I agree with 
him .” 
General Grant was noted for bis loyally 
to old friends. 
W hen, on his return to Ga­ 
lena, he was offered by the Northwestern 
Railroad the use of a private car for him self 
and friends for the trip through Wisconsin, 
lie invited as his companions^ not the new 
and distinguished associates who had been 
drawn towards him by the successes of his 
career, but the old friends and cronies who, 
in the ante-bellum days iiad given cheer to 
his hum ble life as a clerk on Main street. 
Simple-hearted, sincere and affectionate, he 
was always loyal to those whom he had 
once loved. 
The General was a faithful Methodist in 
opinion and preference. 
1 think lie never 
joined the church, but he was always de­ 
voted to it. 
"H e never can be anything 
else,” his wife once said to me. 
He"was a 
m an reverent and full of faith. One night 
in W ashington, before bis election as Pres­ 
ident, 1 said to him : " ] saw the other dav 
in a religious paper the statement that of 
all our Generals you were the onlv one who 
made no allusion, or but slight allusion, to 
a divine Providence in our duvs of national 
danger.” 
He replied prom ptly: “ During 
the war there was so much said in official 
proclamations, by the other side, about 
God and his purposes, that I thought it 
m ight be better to say less in public, but.” 
he added, "in all my campaigns 1 have 
seen the presence of a more than human 
wisdom, without which I could have done 
but little, and wdiere I have failed in my 
plans I have seen that the results were bet­ 
ter for the nation than if mv plans had 
succeeded.” 
I have neither tim e nor space to extend 
these reminiscences. Grant was .a man of 
marvelous personal power. He had great 
magnetic force: but there was in him a 
mystic psychological energy that gave him 
a peculiar hold on ail who truly knew him. 
H e was a man of clear insight into the 
quality of men, and of unrelenting pur­ 
pose; wtiiie Ins amiability and gentleness 
made one’s love for him fervent, tender, 
and unchanging, much like one’s love fora 
noble and gentle woman. 
H e was wise, honorable, firm, affection­ 
ate and faith lu l; and while I am not a 
hero-worshiper, and while I have not for 
years been thrown into the society of this 
great General, I can appreciate ali the tri­ 
butes paid to his m em ory; and I humbly 
thank the great Ruler of men that it was 
my privilege to know at one time in his 
life, and to be thrown into warm personal 
relations with, one of the greatest of the 
great men who, under Divine direction, 
have carved out the channels of modern 
history, and made true men prouder to he 
men. 


LOUISVILLE EXPOSITION. 


Whot May He there Seen in the Catifor- 
nia Exhibit. 
The Louisville Courier-Journal, speaking 
of the Southern Exposition which hasjust 
opened in that city, says : 
One of the. most interesting exhibits in 
the building is that from California. 
It oc­ 
cupies a large am ount of space in the north 
aisle—the eastern sc-ction—and there is no 
product of the Pacific slope that is not 
lound within its limits. 
A main feature is 
the display of redwood; there is appar­ 
ently no end of the uses to which this 
wood, the twin sister of (lie giant trees, can 
be put. The exhibit begins with a section 
ot one of the great trees. It is eighteen 
feet in diameter, and ils sectional surface 
would make a floor for a large room. The 
bark has fallen away from the hard wood 
and is piled up aboittit. 
It is from th ir­ 
teen inches to two feet thick, and is so soft 
that it makes an admirable piit-cnsliion. 
A trunk of tree only five years old is shown. 
It would make a good foundation for one 
of our large forest trees. The red wood 
proper, however, is smaller than the big 
trees. 
It is very light, takes a high polish, 
is beautifully grained and curled, aud lasts 
interminably. It is used for ali purposes, 
from the most artistic furniture to the 
shingling of a house or the making of a 
fence post, it is said to be very difficult to 
burn this wood. In the California exhibit 
are some 150 varieties of wood. 
The display of fruit is still more abund­ 
ant, apd the fruit seems to emulate the big 
trees, for much of it is two or three times 
the size that can be produced in any otiier 
part of the country. From one farm alone 
come over 100 varieties of fruit, and in the 
exhibit are more than 1,000 varieties. These 
are shown preserved in their natural state, 
dried, or canned. The tropical fruits seem 
to grow side by side with those of our own 
climate, and they have a much more lus­ 
cious appearance than have any of ours. 
The raisins are larger than any that are 
imported, and the crab apples grow to the 
size of a large apple with us. Not only 
fruit is exhibited, but a great variety of veg­ 
etables. There are also specimens of hops, 
rye, com, wheat, oats, barley and other 
grains. In glass cases are 1,000 kinds of 
grasses and flowers native to the Pacific 
Coast. 
Among these are m any forage 
plants and a great num ber of honey-pro­ 
ducing plants. 
In lower California last 
year were produced 10,000 tons of honey. 
Wines, brandies and other liquors show 
what use can be made of the fruit. As C. 
B. Turril!, who is in charge of the exhibit, 
said to a reporter, they malee their wines, 
blow their bottles and make their corks. 
They ask the whole world to use the prod­ 
uct of all. Then the reporter was shown a 
twisted knot of a tree from which cork is 
cut. The entire display is decorated with 
pampas grass, of which has been woven a 
large flag bearing the word " California” in 
its center. 
Yet to be unpacked are cases of 
gold and silver quartz aud other minerals. 
Against the wall behind the display are 
hung pictures of California and Pacific 
Slope scenery. Some of them are very 
beautiful ami artistic etchings. In wan­ 
dering through this exhibit one may get a 
very adequate idea of what California is 
like, for the pictures give the view, and the 
specimens shown realize the products. 
Even the color and cl i.arar tor of the soil are 
shown, for samples of earth are exhibited 
along with the other things. 


A rsenic in Vineyards. 
A report has been submitted by Professor 
Rising. .State Analyst, to the Viticnltnral 
Commission, concerning the application of 
arsenic as an exterminator for grasshoppers 
and concerning the danger to the public 
from the use of fruit grown in orchards and 
vineyards where the remedy is used. 
Pro­ 
fessor Rising found that arsenic had been 
an effectual check in the vineyards near 
Fresno. Between 6,000 and 7,000 pounds 
of the drug had been used in that vicinity— 
not 70,000, as has been reported. 
The 
arsenic was applied in thick paste, and was 
laid either on shingles cron the ground. It 
was not used in the form of powder. From 
his observations. Professor Rising arrived 
at the following conclusions : 
“ The general conclusion which 1 draw 
from observation and experiments is that 
there is no probable danger from the use of 
grapes from the vineyards that I have vis­ 
ited ; in the case of the wine made from 
them, none whatever; and so slight in the 
case of the raisins as to be entirely left out 
of account. It would be well to caution 
vineyardmen to be very careful to gather 
up ail the arsenic that has been put out. 
In a subsequent report I wiil advise in re­ 
gard to the disposition of the arsenic so 
gathered up.” 
The Professor has been requested t . re­ 
port not only upon the disposition to be 
made of the arsenic after it is gathered up, 
but also upon the probable changes that 
may take place by possible combinations 
with the elements of the soil, with a special 
view of .ascertaining whether it will re­ 
main in a soluble form in the soil, or 
w hether if, by any application to the soil, 
it might be rendered insoluble ; also, as to 
the probable danger of percolation and 
distribution, by mixing 
with 
the soil 
water, and to w hat extent it might become 
dangerous to the public.—[S. F. Bulletin.

Rxcord-Union : The roll of attor­ 
neys, members of the bar of El Dorado 
county, 
on

organization

county government in the spring of ’50, 
were Jam es Churchman, Charles J. ltock- 
liff, 
W iliam 
R o6s, Joseph B. Lamar, 
Thomas Robertson and 1). C. French. 
Churchman left iu ’51 and went to Nevada 
county, Rockliff went back to the States in 
’51, Ross left in '51 and went to Sonoma 
county, and was afterward District Judge, 
and died several years since. 
1 have lost 
all trace of Lamar, Robertson and French. 
In ’51 the roll of attorneys became for­ 
midable in numbers and also in legal ac­ 
quirements, containing many historical 
names that 
Lave 
shed 
luster 
upon 
the bench 
and 
bar 
of 
our 
State, 
many 
of whom still 
live 
to 
grace 
by their presence our Bar Associations. 
Milton S. I.atham was acting District Attor­ 
ney in ’50. afterwards Governor of the 
State, and while Governor was elected 
United States Senator, and died in the city 
of New York about two years since. The 
roll in ’51 contained the additional names 
s í S. B. Far well, J. M. Howell, J. H. 
Berry, E. L. Sanders..n, Peter Van Chef, 
Jam es Johnson. S. W. Sanderson, John 
Hume, S. Gartieid, Geo. J. W helan, D. K. 
Newell, Thos. 11. Williams. 
Thos. II. 
Hewes aud C. F. Irwin. 
Farweli was 
elected District Judge in ’52, to fill the 
vacancy made by the retirem ent of Judge 
Tod Robinson. 
Farweli resigned and went 
back to the Slates. He died about ten 
years since in Carson City at the residence 
of Governor Nyc. J. M. Howell succeeded 
Farweli as District Attorney, and left the 
State ami went back to Mississippi. 
E. L. 
Sanderson, brother of S. W. Sanderson, 
went back to the States in ’52. 
Peter Van 
Clief went to Sierra county and was after­ 
wards District Judge of that judicial dis­ 
trict. Jam es Johnson remained at Hang- 
town and was afterwards County Judge. 
S. 
W. 
Sanderson is ex-Chief 
Justice 
of this State, resides in San Francisco, 
and has been for many years leading coun­ 
sel for the Central Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany. John H um e remained at Hangtown. 
S. Garfield left Colonia in ’52, as also George 
J. W helan. 
D. K. Newell 
speculated 
largely in county warrants, worth twenty- 
five cents on the dollar, and. I think, re­ 
turned to Kentucky. Thomas H. W illiams 
was elected District Attorney in ’51, served 
out the term, and was afterwards elected 
State Treasurer. 
After he was out of that 
office, he went to Nevada, located at Vir­ 
ginia C'itv, and practiced law. General 
William now resides in the city of Oakland. 
Thomas H . Hewes, I think, resided at D ia­ 
mond Springs. C. F. Irwin remained at 
Hangtown, has been County Judge, and 
still resides there. 
In ’-10, Dr. Leman Giipin settled at Co­ 
lonia with his wife and family, and built a 
house on Piety Hill. 
He was a member of 
the California Pioneers of your city, and 
left Colonia in *'51, died in '73, and was 
buried in the Pioneer cemetery in Sacra­ 
mento. 
In ’49, Foster and wife, from San­ 
tiago, Chile, settled at Column, and resided 
on the norlh side of the river. Foster died 
at Colonia in '51, and his accomplished and 
estimable wife returned in '52 to Chile. 
The old pioneer= of El Dorado know 
that as late as the fall of '51, mob law was 
oftener enforced by Judge Lynch than the 
Courts were called upon to administer jus- 
liee. Mob law swayed the masses. The 
doors of our Courts ot justice were barred 
by an angry, perhaps revengeful crowd, who 
demanded that theculprit should be swung 
up to the limb of the first tree. Charges 
were made that could not be proved, and I 
am sorry to say that in many cases on false 
and insufficient evidence punishm ent was 
inflicted upon innocent parties. 
In the fail of ’51, in Colonia, and under 
the very shadow of our County Court, Joe 
Gordon, our County Clerk, headed a mob 
to take and lynch a gambler who boarded 
with George Crummey at W inter’s Hotel. 
H e was charged with 
swindling some 
miners out of their gold dust by trickery 
in card playing. George Crummey toid 
the gambler that the mob was coming to 
take and lynch him, headed by Gordon, 
and that it was a race for life. "lie ran to 
the stable back of the W inter’s House, 
jumped upon a horse, and road across the 
open ground to the Hangtown road. Thirty 
or forty shots were fired at him, but in 
those days they were not used to shooting 
on the wing, and they all missed him. 
The old pioneers of Coloma, and I may 
say of the county, were men of principle, 
and did not take any stock in mob law. 
Joe Gordon at the next election was de­ 
feated for County Clerk, and he never 
after held any office in the county. 
In 
Judge Lynch's Court it was too often the 
case that low sneak-thieves, cowards and 
even murderers denounced innocent per­ 
sons to shield themselves from just pun­ 
ishment for their crimes. 
The first great iaw-snit in the county 
originated in conflicting mining interests 
at Coloma, involving to some extent the 
question of riparian rights. 
In 1S50 and 
1851 a company of Germans, nearly .200 
men, commenced a tunnel about "lorly 
rods below Sutter’s sawmill, to drain about 
one mile of the river bed between Coloma 
and Uniontown. 
This company built a 
dam across the river, 
but built it so 
high 
as to back 
the 
water tip on 
the Sutter 
mill-race. 
Another 
com­ 
pany 
wa3 
formed 
of 
miners 
at 
Coloma. who purchased of John T. Lit­ 
tle, for the sum of $10,000, the right to tear 
down t lie dam of the Sutter sawmill. The 
tunnel dammed back the water upon the 
Coloma bar claims. The Coloma miners 
said that the dam m ust come down. The 
Germans said that it should not. W ar 
was declared, and both parties armed for 
the conflict. It was not to be a war of 
roses, but war ri et armis. The roil was 
called for a posse com itatus; Sheriff and 
deputies were flying in every direction; 
warlike banners waved on every side; the 
Germans were fortitying the ridge on the 
south side of the river while the Sheriff 
and his deputies were rallying the posse 
comitatus. The galiant and accomplished 
gentleman. Colonel W. W. Gilt, called to 
arms the citizens of Coloma. Sheriff Rog­ 
ers w ent to Hangtown for reinforcements, 
w hile one of the deputies was sent to 
Georgetown. The watchword of the flying 
squadrons as they were marshalled by the 
Sheriff and deputies and rushed to the fray 
was tempus fugit. Squads of armed men in 
rough mining clothes were continually 
pouring into Coloma in vóigons, on horse­ 
back and on foot from every section of tiie 
county, and by noonourtow n had assumed 
the appearance of a military encampment. 
B ut I am pleased to say that better coun­ 
sel prevailed. John A. Reicbnrt, with our 
German citizens of Coloma, advised the 
German company to subm it their case to 
the decision of" Judge Tod Robinson. 
Judge Robinson ordered a special term of 
the District C o » t and tried the case, de­ 
ciding that the dam must be cut down so 
a3 to take the back water off from the Sut­ 
ter mill-race. 
Thus ended peaceably and 
without bloodshed the first great lawsuit of 
conflicting mining interests. 
I have almost forgotten to mention that 
we had in ’50 and ’51 a phrenological pro­ 
fessor who delivered a course of lectures at 
the Court-house. Professor Rogers was au 
old pioneer, having settled at Coloma in 
’49. Many an old pioneer's head has been 
squeezed and thumped by the professor, to 
the great amusement of the audience, and 
some curious phrenological developments 
were the result of his scientific lectures.

T h e A rgen te tu to r s . 
It has long been acknowledged by the 
best authorities that arsenic-eating is exten­ 
sively practiced in the southwest corner of 
A ustria—that is, in Upper and Middle Sty- 
ria—especially in the districts of Hortberg, 
Lamprecht, Lcoben and Oberzkirung—also 
in Carinthia, Salzburg, the Tyrol, Lower 
Austria and the Erzgebirge. 
It is to a cer­ 
tain extent acknowledged that these people 
attain a green old age ; and it is even sug­ 
gested that in some sort they owe their 
longevity to the baneful practice, though 
there is room for the gravest doubts on this 
score. 
W hen arsenic-eating 
was first 
brought before the notice of the world, it 
was treated as a grosa imposture would be ; 
and the stories about it were classed with 
those of Welsh fasting-girls and universal 
remedies ; indeed, the profession confident­ 
ly asserted that these atyrian peasants par­ 
took of nothing more unwholesome than a 
piece of chalk, for it was deemed utterly 
impossible that a man could, unscathed, 
consume enough poison to affect a dozen 
people, and certainly enough to kill three. 


Fact, however, is stranger than fiction, and 
a fact so strange as this could not be unno­ 
ticed in the region of myths. 
It must not. however, bo supposed that 
any one takes to hedri or arsenic-eating 
quite openly. On the contrary, it is gener­ 
ally begun in secret and at the increase of 
the moon, and in some villages with super­ 
stitious observances. A very small dose is 
at first taken once a week—bread and but­ 
ter is the favorite medium—iheu twice a 
week, and so on, until, when the individual 
arrives at a dose daily, the dose itself is in­ 
creased till as much may be taken as in or­ 
dinary circumstances would kill two or 
three individuals. But it must not be un­ 
derstood that those people can consume the 
drug altogether with im punity. 
When 
they first begin with their very small doses, 
they are seized with nausea and burning 
pains in the mouth, throat and stomach, 
and are probably very much more uncom­ 
fortable than a boy who has takeu his first 
cigar. But one peculiarity of arsenic-eating 
is this, that when a man has once begun to 
indulge in it. he must continue to indulge; 
tor if lie ceases, the arsenic in his system 
.poisons h im ; or, as it is popularly ex­ 
pressed, the last dose kills him . Indeed, 
the arsenic-i ater m ust not only continue 
his indulgence, but lie must also increase 
the quantity of the drug, so that it is ex­ 
tremely difficult to stop the habit, for, as 
sudden cessation causes death, the gradual 
cessation produces such a terrible heart- 
gnawing, that it may probably be said that 
no genuine arsenic-ean rever ceased to eat 
arsenic while life lasted. 
It is curious that while, on the one hand, 
the human organism is so remarkably sen­ 
sitive to arsenic, a man may, on the other 
hand, indulge in those poisonous doses for 
years. This is probably owing to the fact 
that arsenic acts on the skin, and thus is 
being constantly carried out of the system ; 
and also because it is readily eliminated by 
the kidneys. 
Now, this prevents any accu­ 
mulation going in the (issues, and thus 
what might seem almost mythical is at 
least brought within the range ol possibil­ 
ity. It has been calculated that tliis pro­ 
cess ot elimination has to be carried on for 
fourteen days before a given dose is entirely 
removed.—[Chambers’ Journal.

A PHANTOM SHIP. 


A h unexpected ami very profitable grow th 
o f our business m ade the im m ediate p u r­ 
chase of a piece of land necessary. 
My 
partners requested m e to negotiate for a 
few acres in the vicinity of New H aven, 
an d I at cnce began to d o so. 
An annoying 
delay occurred, ow ing to the illegibility of 
an ancient record w hich m ade it im pos­ 
sible to obtain a perfect title. 
I was about 
to abandon the attem pt to buy the prop­ 
erty, w hen I was rem inded th at a gentle­ 
m an well know n to ine m ig h t be able to 
give the inform ation that could not be 
deciphered from the record. T his person 
was a professor in the college, a m an of 
wide repute as a scholar, aud an ardent 
stu d en t of th e colonial epoch of the town. 
1 found him in his library, and be, w ith­ 
out any hesitation, gave m e the inform a­ 
tio n whii li I sought, an d told mo w here I 
could find such legal proofs of clear title as 
I desired. 
1 was im pressed w ith th e accu­ 
racy of his learning and the readiness with 
w hich it responded to hi- dem ands, and i 
ventured to say to him th at the acquisition 
o f such a m ass o f nam es and dates m ust 
have cost h im great labor. 
To lav surprise 
he replied that I was m istaken, the truth 
being th at be m astered such incidents w ith 
ease. 
II is great m ental elTorts, lie said, 
were required by th e processes of analysis 
an d com parison w hich were necessarv to 
separate tru th from th e rubbish and chair 
o f tradition and record, and by the reason­ 
in g necessary accurately to trace causes to 
these results w hich, w hen grouped, consti­ 
tuted trustw orthy history. 
“ F or instance,” he said, " 1 have here a 1 
docum ent that will cost m e the most severe 
application before I am through with it.” 
I had observed th at there lay upon the 
table a roll of m anuscript. 
The table was 
littered w ith pam phlets, docum ents, aged 
an d w orm -eaten books, and. 1 do not know 
w hy m y attention was specially fixed upon 
th is particular roll of paper. It was plainly' 
an aged m anuscript. 
T he paper was ribbed 
an d unruled, like th at in use a century or 
m ore ago: 
an d if it once was white) the 
years had laded it to a dull, buff, leathery 
hue, w hile the care w ith w hich he alter- 
w ard handled it indicated th at it had little 
tenacity of fiber. 
i knew that he referred 
to this oid roll of m anuscript, and, as 1 ex­ 
pected, he took it up. 
” I have here.’’ he continued, “ a re­ 
m arkable 
historical narrative, w hich I 
found am ong som e refuse in a garret, 
w here it has laid for m ore than a hundred 
years. 
It is an account of a strange, u n ­ 
natural occurrence, of w hich I have heard 
by tradition, and w hich is even casually 
m entioned in M ather’s 
‘ M ngnalia.’ 
I 
have, however, alw ays regarded it as u n ­ 
w orthy o f serious consideration, believing 
that there was either no foundation tor the 
tradition or else it could be traced to the 
hallucinations of a disordered brain. 
I 
now , however, have an account of it w hich 
i cannot ignore. 
It was w ritten bv a 
clergym an of the m ost godly character, a 
m an who could not, even in jest, speak 
falsehoods, and he asserts th at he was him ­ 
self an eye-witness of w hat he describes. 
H ow , then, ean I refuse to accept this 
record ? 
If gives all th at a historian re 
quires to satisfy him of the authenticity of 
an alleged occurrence. 
It is the genuine 
m anuscript of a m an w hom I know to 
have lived, and it is not a hearsay account. 
If we are to put faith in any of the records 
of the past we m ust accept this one. 
I do 
n o t know of an established fact of history 
th at has any better basis th an this docu 
m en t gives to substantiate th e w onderful 
phenom enon w hich it records. 
" I confess,” continued 
the I’rofessor 
w ith som e anim ation of speech, “ th at such 
a problem as is presented by this m an u ­ 
script has never before been given to m eto 
solve. 
As a historian, I am com pelled to 
accept as tru e w hat I here read, w hile as a 
physicist I m ust regard th e record as the 
w ildest and m ost im probable o f all ro­ 
m ances. 
W ere it based on the testim ony 
o f one person it could easily be rejected as 
a vision or alienation of m ind, to which the 
austerity of the P uritans seem s to have ren­ 
dered som e of them peculiarly liable. 
I 
am confronted, however, with the asser­ 
tion, that ho was one of m any witnesses. 
It is. indeed, an interesting problem , and 
th e difficulty o f reconciling an account th at 
m u st be accepted as truthful history w ith 
th e fact th at it m ust he denied as a physical 
possibility m akes th e task fascinating.” 
Doubtless Professor M—— observed th at 
h e had aw akened a pleasing interest in m e. 
Indeed, 1 took no pains to conceal it, and 
told him 1 would gladly hear th e story 
th at had so puzzled him . 
H e at once u n ­ 
rolled th e m anuscript. 
“ T his appears,” said he, “ to have been 
w ruten by the Rev. Dr. Prentice, and in 
th e year 1680. 
I judge it was a letter to a 
friend, although the ravages of tim e have 
m ade the first few sentences illegible. 
I 
have other m anuscripts of this clergym an, 
a few serm ons, and having thus been en­ 
abled to m ake com parison, I find the h an d ­ 
w riting of all to be identical. 
I will not 
read it in lull, and wili paraphrase som e of, 
th e text, for it is w ritten in th e form al 
m an n er of th at day, m any of th e words 
found in it being now obsolete. 
" T here had come.” began the Professor, 
“ upon the tradesm en and those engaged in 
com m erce a season of adversity in the year 
1646, such as they had not know n even in 
th e earliest days of the settlem ent of the 
New H aven colony. 
T he vessels lay idle 
in the harbor, trade w ith the other colonies 
languished, and as the New H aven colo­ 
nists were fam iliar w ith com m erce rath er 
th an agriculture, they were em barrassed 
even for the necessaries of life. 
B ut for the 
energy and determ ination of som e o f th e 
m en o f character the colonv m ust h av e 
found its existence imperiled, for m any had 
determ ined to depart, some even m aking 
arrangem ents to em igrate to Ireland. 
A 
less courageous and tenacious race m ust 
have succum bed. 
It was determ ined as a 
last resert to build a ship large enough to 
cross the ocean, freight her, and send her 
to R agland in the hope th at the dishearten­ 
ing losses w ould be retrieved by th e devel­ 
opm ent of commerce w ith th e m other 
country. 
Overcom ing great obstacles, they 
b u ilt a ship in Rhode Island colony. 
“ The frost had closed 
the 
smaller 
streams, and the ground was whitened 
with snow when the ship entered New 
H aven harbor. There was great rejoicing 
at the sight of her, and her size, being fully 
one hundred and fifty tons measurement, 
was a cause for wonder, for such a monster 
had never been seen before in that harbor. 
W ith her sails all set and her colors abroad 
she came up to her anchoring place with 
such grace and speed as greatly delighted 
the people who had assembled at the 
water’s edge to greet her. Courage was 
revived by the sight of her, and the people 
said : 
‘ Now we shall again have plenty 
and add to our possessions, if God is 
w illing.’ 


“ T he m aster of the ship, M r. Lam berton. 
was found to be som ew hat gloomv, and 
Dr. Prentice records th at Lam berton told 
him in confidence that, though th e ship 
was of line m odel am] a fast sailer, vet she 
was so w ilty—m eaning thereby of such 
disposition to roll in rough w ater—th at he 
feared she would prove the grave of all who 
sailer! in her. 
H ow ever, he breathed his 
suspicions to no one else. 
T he ship was 
laden and ready for departure early in J a n ­ 
uary, 1647. 
” The cold th at prevailed for five days 
and nights before the tim e fixed for clear­ 
ing for London was such as the people had 
never before know n. 
It m ust have re­ 
m ained m any degrees below zero, for the 
salt w ater was frozen far dow n t lie harbor, 
and the ship was riveted by th e 'ice as firm-" 
ly as though by m any anchors. 
T here 
were n* lazy-boñes am ong the people, and 
w ith prodigious industry th e m en cut a 
canal through th e ice forty feet wide and 
five m iles long to th e never-freezing waters 
of the Sound. 
T he vessel was frozen in 
w ith h er bow pointing tow ard the shore, 
and it was necessary to propel h er to d e a r 
w ater stern foremost. 
“ T his was an unlucky om en. Captain 
Lam berton avowed th at th e sea an d the 
conflicting powers th at struggled for its 
m astery were controlled by w him s and 
freaks, w hich would be sure to he excited 
by such an insult as that o f a ship enter­ 
ing th e w ater stern first. 
A n old sailor, 
t o, inform ed them th at a snip th at sailed 
stern first alw ays 
returned stern first, 
m eaning bv that that she never cam e back 
to th e harbor from w hich she had thus de­ 
parted. 
“ You will observe.” said the Professor, 
putting dow n the m anuscript for a m o­ 
ment, "that in these gloom y forbodings are 
to be detected traces o f th e m ythological 
conception of the m ystery o f th e sea, w ith 
w hich all sailors, even to the present tim e, 
are m ore or less tinctured. 
I am especially 
impressed w ith the m anner in tyhirli these 
colonists acted. 
Believing in predestina­ 
tion in spiritual m atters, their lives in 
worldly affairs conform ed m ore or less 
thereto. 
So, in spite of these om ens, there 
was no thought of delay. 
T hey had fixed 
th e tim e for sailing and they m eant to sail. 
.So godly a m an us Ilcv. D avenport ex­ 
pressed his feeling in his prayer, as re­ 
ported by this w riter. 
Mr. D avenport, as 
the sbip began slow ly to move, used tlie.se 
w ords: 
‘ Lord, if it be T h y pleasure to 
bury these our friends in the bottom of the 
sea, they are T hine. 
Save th e m !’ 
“ Men less com pletely u n d er the dom i­ 
nation of their religious belief would never 
have gone to sea w ithout exorcising in 
some way the evil influences w hich these 
om ens seemed to indicate w ould prevail. 
T here had gathered on th e ice all th e peo­ 
ple. of the colony except the sick and 
feeble—perhaps 800 or 1,000 souls. 
On the 
departing vessel were som e o f their friends 
and kin. T he farewells were said w ith the 
expression n eith er of grief nor o f joy. Re­ 
straint, th e subjugation, even the quench­ 
ing o f all em otions, was the rule o f life 
w ith these people, and I gather from one 
or tw o expressions in this account th at 
never was there m ore form al, less dem on­ 
strative leave-taking. 
W hen the vessel 
reached deep w ater, an d ju st as one of the 
great sails was beginning to belly w ith the 
wind, the people w ith one accord fell on 
their knees on the ice an d prayed. 
T he 
ship 
was 
five 
m iles 
away. 
T he air 
was clarified by the cold, and the ves­ 
sel 
could 
be 
distinctly seen, and as 
the 
people 
prayed 
w ith 
open 
eyes 
that were fixed 
upon the d istant and 
receding ship, she suddenly disappeared, 
vanished as quickly as though her bottom 
had fallen out and she had sunk on the in ­ 
stant. 
‘ Yes,’ says this w riter, 1 m ore sud­ 
denly, for whereas at one m om ent th e eyes 
of all o f us were fixed upon her, at the 
next, as in the w ink of the eye. she was 
not. 
W e rose, gazed fixedly in to the 
vacant space w here we last saw hei, and 
then w ith wonder turned to each other. 
Yet in another m om ent she was disclosed 
to us as she was before, and we watched 
her until she.disappeared behind the neck 
of land th at bounds the harbor to the c a s t.1 
So we dispersed, w ondering at this strange 
m anifestation, whoso m eaning was hidden 
to us. 
Som e there were w ho w ere con­ 
vinced th a t it betokened th a t even as she 
liad disappeared only to be seen again, so 
we should again behold her after her voy­ 
age. 
B ut there were m any who were im ­ 
pressed that, though we should again see 
her. the sight would be hut a partial one. 
W ith reverent subm ission to the w ill of 
God. the people repaired to their hom es.’ 
■ You see,’ said the Professor, again pu t­ 
ting dow n the m anuscript, “ in all this th at 
inexplicable com m ingling o f hope anil fa­ 
talism . w hich was, 1 im agine, one o f the 
inevitable conditions of m ind of th is aus­ 
tere and intensely religious people. 
The 
m ere facts of tbesudden disappearance and 
renew ed sight o f the ship m ay perhaps be 
explained by natural and sim ple causes, 
but not so the phenom ena afterw ard de­ 
scribed. 
In the natural order of events the colo­ 
nists would have had som e tidings of their 
ship after three m onths bad passed. 
None 
came, how ever. 
Ships th at sailed from 
E ngland in M arch, A pril, May, and even 
June, brought no word of her arrival. 
T heir suspense could be relieved only in 
one way. 
I should have asserted, even hud 
I no evidence o f it, th at the colonists sought 
the relief they alw ays thought they found 
in pravcr. I should also have unhesitating­ 
ly saiu th at they did not, in their prayers, 
ask th at the inevitable he averted, h u t sim ­ 
ply prayed that they m ight be prepared to 
receive w ith 
subm ission w hatever was 
in store for them to know . 
I should have 
been justified in so asserting, as I find by 
reference to their m anuscript. 
T he ac­ 
count has it”—here the Professor a<*ain 
read from the m anuscript—“ ’T he failure 
to learn w hat was the fate of their ship did 
put the godly people in m uch prayer, both 
public and private, and they prayed th at 
th e Lord would, if it was H is pleasure, let 
them hoar w hat he had done w ith their 
dear friends, and prepare them for a suit­ 
able subm ission to H is holy w ill.’ 
“ In all th e accounts th at we have of 
prayer,” said the I ’rofessor, “ 1 know of 
nothing equal to th at. It contains volumes 
of history. 
W ith th at sim ple tex t the 
ethnologist and historian m ight construct 
the history of a people. 
Observe the h u ­ 
m an nature of it, that is. the intolerable 
burden of suspense, and see the religious 
faith of it, both of subm ission and the trust 
that the prayer would be answered. 
“ These people seem to have rested with 
the conviction that this rem arkable suppli­ 
cation w ould be effective. 
D r. Prentice 
continues his narrative, after quoting the 
prayer, w ith an account of w hat happened, 
as though it were the expected answ er. 
He writes, too,w ith the vividness and accu­ 
racy of detail to be expected of an eye­ 
witness, an inherent proof o f th e tru th of 
his narration. 
I infer th at w ithin a day or 
tw o after the prayer the m anifestation was 
received. T here arose a great th u n d er­ 
storm from the northw est, such a tem pest 
of fury as som etim es follows elem ental 
disturbances from th at quarter. 
It seems 
to have been accepted as the presage of the 
m anifestation th at followed. After it passed 
away it left the atm osphere unusually clear, 
but it affected the people w ith a solem n 
spirit. 
An hour before sunset th e rew ard 
ot their faith cam e. 
F ar oft’, w here the 
shores of Long Island are ju st dim ly visi­ 
ble, a ship was discovered by a m an who 
m ade haste to tell all the colonists. 
Tliev 
gathered oij th e shore and saw a vessel, 
full rigged, every sail putted out by the 
w ind, and tho bull listed to one side by 
reason of the strain upon th e m asts and 
the speed w ith w hich th e breeze carried 
her. 
“ ‘ It is our vessel,’ th ey cried. 
‘ God be 
praised, for H e has heard and answ ered 
our prayer.’ 
" Yet w hile they saw h er straining w ith 
the wind, and seem ingly speedine w ith such 
rapidity as should bring her to them in an 
hour, they also observed th at she m ade no 
progress. T hus she continued to appear 
to them for h alf an hour. 
W hile they 
were still astounded by the m ystery, they 
saw th at she had of a sudden upproaclied, 
and was com ing w ith w hat seemed m ost 
reckless and foolhardy speed, for she was 
in the channel, w hich is narrow and of 
sufficient depth only to perm it th e passage 
of a vessel of h er size w ith skillful h an d ­ 
ling. 
T he children cried, ‘ T here’s a brave 
ship,’ but the older people were filled w ith 
apprehension lest she should go upon the 
shoals or be dashed upon th e shore. 
T hey 
thereupon m ade w arning 
gestures, 
a l­ 
though they could see no one upon the 
deck. 
“At last they observed som ething of 
which in their excitem ent they had taken 
no heed. 
The harbor lies in a southerly 
direction, and the channel itself runs due 
north and south. The vessel was making 
toward them with great speed, every sail 
curved stiff with the steady force of wind 


th at seemed to come in a gale from thC 
south, and yet the 
w ind was actually 
blow ing w ith great power directly from the 
n orth. T hus holding her course due north, 
they saw h er sailing directly against the 
wind. 
T hen they knew they were w itness­ 
ing a m ysterious m anifestation. 
As she 
approached so near th at som e im agined 
they could easily hurl a stone aboard her, 
they could see the sm aller details, the 
rivets, th e anchor and its chains, the Hap­ 
ping of the sm aller ropes, and the rhythm ic 
quivering of the ribbou-iike pen n an t that 
was flying in the face of the wind.

T he sails were torn in 
narrow ribbons, w hirling round and round 
in the air, w hile th e robes snapped and 
were unraveled into shreds, and beat w ith 
noiseless force upon the decks.

lilted by a m ighty wave, it dived into the 
water. 
Then a sm oky cloud fell in that 
particular place, as though a curtain had 
dropped from heaven, and w hen, in a 
m om ent, it vanished, th e sea was sm ooth, 
and nothing was to be seen there. The 
people believed th at thus th e A lm ighty had 
told them of the tragie end of their ship, 
and they renew ed their thanks to H im that 
H e hod answ ered their prayer. 
Rev. Mr. 
D avenport in public declared ‘th at God 
had condescended for the quieting of their 
alfiictod spirits this extraordinary account 
of H is sovereign disposal of those for whom 
so m any fervent prayers were continually 
m ade.’ 
“ You will see,” said the Professor, as he 
carefully laid the m anuscript away, “ w hat 
an extraordinary problem is here presented 
to m e. 
If 1 accept any record evidence, I 
m ust accept this: yet science teaches me 
th at the laws of nature are inexorable, as 
m uch so now as ever. W hat is the tru th ? ”

Its Uso In tho E astern S lates as V iew ed 
by D ea lers T h ere. 
[Omaha Bee] 
O. Vi'. B utts has been in the city for 
several weeks, looking after the shipm ents 
of California fru!ts, and representing the 
interests of Mr. Reed, o f Sacram ento, one 
of th e largest fruit-growers aud dealers in 
the State. 
H e has been here every season 
for several years, and, being thoroughly 
conversant w ith all the details of Uie 
m arket, bus been w atching the change 
w ith m ore care and interest than the 
average m an. 
“ Do you know ,” lie asked 
the her m an, "th at there has been a w on­ 
derful increase in the dem and fort afifnrnia 
lru it in th e past few years? 
T here are few 
who are not in tho business w ho realize 
anything about it. 
Take grapes, for in­ 
s la nee. 
I rem em ber th at w hen California 
grapes were first shipped into Chicago, 
folks 
w ould 
look 
at them and say 
they 
d id n ’t 
w ant 
any such 
green 
things us them 
to eat. 
T hey 
could 
hardly 
bo 
sold, 
an d 
m any 
sh ip ­ 
m ents did 
not 
realize first cost. 
The 
people had to learn to eat them , and it is a 
funny thing th at w hen one gets in tiie 
habit o f eating C alifornia fruit they hardly 
w ant an y otlier kind. 
T here’s a peculiar 
flavor, w hich, w hen one gets a liking for, 
there cannot anything else take the place 
of. 
J u s t the sam e way with bananas. 
W hy, a few years ago if a dealer hung up a 
bunch o f them folks would look at them , 
and sort o f w onder at them , but they would 
not buy them . 
Now there is hardly a gro­ 
cery store in any little country place but 
w hat keeps them during the season. T he 
first shipm ents of pears were alm ost as bad 
a liiilure. 
Folks w ould look at them , and 
say they were nice, blit th e trouble was 
they w ouldn't buy them . 
G radually they 
got to buying a few and taking them home, 
and now there.is no trouble to sell. 
Peo­ 
ple have acquired the habit o f eating fruit, 
especially California fruit, and the trade 
lias increased beyond the idea or the belief 
o f m ost people. 
“California fruit w ill soon crowd out 
m ost o f th e other fruit in this part of the 
country. T he shipping facilities are fast 
getting so th a t California can supply this 
m arket, and the East and South will not 
ship out here. 
N o w it costs about $700 a 
car to got the fruit through, and as there 
are about 400 boxes in a car, a box which 
can be bought in California at $1 77> costs 
here about $3 50, hu t the railw ay facilities 
and rates are grow ing better all the tim e, 
an d the trade will grow in proportion. 
Even now there is an im m ense trade. 
For 
instance, one firm in O ttum w a handled 
thirteen cars o f California fruit this season. 
T h at is ju st a sam ple o f w hat is being done 
all over. 
T he California folks realize w hat 
the future is to be, and are all ju n ip in g in to 
raising fruit. 
Mr. Reed has 700 acres, and 
ships over fifty cars in a season. 
H e 1ms 
put out 10,000 peach trees, and in three 
years from now will be shipping a car-load 
a day. 
“ Council Bluffs is bound to be the great 
distributing point for all this California 
fruit. 
I am thoroughly satisfied of that. 
It has the best facilities for it. 
T here is no 
sense in shipping th e fruit East and then 
shipping it hack, for it can ju st as well 
come here, and from here can be sent in 
all directions, especially into Iowa. M inne­ 
sota and M issouri. T here is little doubt 
but tliat in another year arrangem ents will 
he m ade by w hich there will he regular 
fruit trains run from California here, these 
trains to ru n as fast as th e passenger trains, 
and perhaps follow right behind them . 
T his will cut dow n the tim e from seven 
days to four and a half, and it is expected 
that th e rates will be reduced so th at the 
consum er can get his fruit at 75 cents a box 
less. 
If this can be done nothing can com­ 
pete w ith California fruit, an d Council 
Bluffs will be the great point for distribu­ 
tion. 
T here are in Iow a alone tw enty-tw o 
good distributing points w here California 
frail is being bandied, and these can all he 
supplied from this city. 
M ark m y word, 
and see w hat a ' change another year will 
bring.”

T he snake, in life, 
was about sixteen inches long.

broken off. 
T he head an d proportions of 
the body are perfect, although the stone­ 
cutter, in his anxiety to m ake it look nice, 
did som e chiseling around it w hich h ad' 
better been om itted. T here are all kinds 
of theories as to how the snake got fast on 
the surface of the rock and died there so 
suddenly. 
A th in stratum o f sandstone 
overlaid th at containing the snake, w ith a 
slight deposit of clay between the two. 
The snake seems to have been m oving in 
w hat was once a bed of sandy m ud and 
afterw ard became stone. 
It probably was 
killed by lightning, and the deposits of 
clay and sandstone above it were the result 
o f subsequent overflow,—[Pittsburg D is­ 
patch.

A T alk w ith tho F ed eral O fficer W ho 
E scorted D avis Into M acon. 
A n Indianapolis dispatch to the Globe- 
Democrat, A ugust 14th, says: 
T he annual 
reunion of the Seventy-seventh Indiana 
R egim ent (F ourth Cavalry) was held to­ 
day. An im portant event iii the regim ental 
history was the capture of Jeff. Davis. T he 
F o u rth Cavalry was at Macon, Ga.. w hen 
that event occurred, and tw o of its com pa­ 
nies had been detailed to look after the 
fleeing chief. They were hot on his tracks 
and it was only the accident of tim e and 
place th at gave the Second M ichigan and 
F irst W isconsin th e honor of capturing the 
President o f the Confederacy. '■However, 
this 
disapi>ointment 
was 
modified 
by 
the 
fact 
of 
L ieutenant 
lsgrigg, 
of M ajor-General W ilson’s staff, being Pro- 
vost-M arslial of Macon at the tim e. H e was 
a F ourth Cavalry officer, of Com pany 1, 
and enjoyed tiie distinction of bringing 
Davis into the city under arrest. 
H e de­ 
scribed his participation in this affair to ­ 
day, as follows : “ 1 w ent out to the line of 
m y jurisdiction to receive Davis. Two 
m iles and a h alf from Macon he became 
m y prisoner, and I brought him into the 
eitv in an old farm wagon. 
It was a vehi­ 
cle w ith a great deal to condem n it in the 
way of unsightliness. 
It had weakness all 
over it, but sufficient strength to hold Jef­ 
ferson Davis, m yself and his secretary. 
T he rebel chief sat betw een us, and over 
his head from 
a pole fixed to 
the 
seat 
hung the 
lioop-skirt, the 
calico 
w rapper 
and 
an 
old straw 
hood, 
.w hich form ed his disguise w hen captured. 
Davis bore him self 
w ith the fortitude 
of 
a 
brave 
m an 
in trouble. 
lie 
was 
courteous 
to 
m e and 
to 
the 
guard, talked freely on every question but 
th a t relating to the result of th e war. 
W hen we stopped at the International 
H otel and were about to get out of the 
wagon Captain T hom pson, of the F ourth 
In d ian a Cavalry, drew 
his revolver to 
fire at Davis. 
I saw 
his 
m ovem ent 
an d struck 
the w eapon w ith m y arm . 
T he bullet tore 
m y 
coat 
a n d ' shirt. 
A t 
the m om ent Davis, seeing T hom p­ 
son's purpose, cried out. “ F or God’s sake, 
L ieutenant, save m y life!” 
I got the pris­ 
oner out of the wagon and into the hotel 
w ith a good deal of alacrity. 
After th at I 
never m et Davis until I saw him at a Lou­ 
isville hotel in 1872. 
Ho recognized me, 
and approached a n ] said : “ I m ust tliank 
you again. L ieutenant lsgrigg, for saving 
m y life." 
Before this I had received a let­ 
ter of than k s from him .

In 993 vegetation was bu rn t up bv the 
heat of the sun as by fire. 
In 1000 the rivers were dried up and 
masses of fish were left in a state of putre­ 
faction, w hich brought on a pestilence. 
In 1022 nn-n and beasts, w hen exposed to 
the sun, fell dow n and died. 
In 1132 not only were the rivers dried 
up, but the soil cracked and became as hard 
as stone. 
In A lsace the R hine was alm ost 
dry. 
in 11.39 the h eat was such in Italy th at 
all plants were rousted. 
_ In 1200, during the battle of Bela, the 
heat m ade m ore victim s than th e weapons 
of the belligerents. 
W hole lines o f m en 
fell sun struck. 
In 1277 pasture lands bu rn t up. no forage 
to be had. 
In 1303 and 1301 the R hine, th e Loire 
and the Seine w ere dried up. 
In 1G15 
excessive 
heat 
throughout 
Europe. 
In 102.» Scotland was visited by extrem e 
heat, fatal to m an and beast. 
In 1705 th e h eat was so great th at m eat 
could bo baked in the sun : no one could go 
out betw een 12 and 4 o’clock. 
In 1718 not a drop of w ater fell for six 
m onths. A ll theaters and public estab­ 
lishm ents were closed. 
In 1779, at Bologna, m any persons died 
of asphyxia. 
T h e air was so unbreathable 
th a t people w ere obliged to take refuge u n ­ 
der ground. 
In 1793, Ju ly intolerable. 
Vegetables all 
burnt up. 
F ru it dried up on the trees. In 
houses tiie furniture and w oodw ork were 
all cracked, an d no m eat could be kept. 
In 1811. in m any provinces the rivers 
were dried up, and there was great diffi­ 
culty to get com ground. 
In 1822, persistent heat, accom panied by 
storm s and earthquakes. 
Tiie drought 
brought out a form idable legion of mice, 
w hich ravaged L orraine and Alsace. 
At 
Savernn, in u fortnight. 2,000,000 m ice were 
destroyed. 
In 1832 the heat brought on cholera. In 
P aris nearly 20,000 died. 
T he years 1840, 1859, lsiiO, 1869, 1870, 
1875 and 1884. are m entioned as being of 
unusual severity in heat.

T he S ilver (jucHtion. 
The silver question is com ing to the 
front. 
Divesting it of all superfluous and 
com plicated discussion, and reducing it to 
its sim plest form, it m ay be thus stated : 
Congress in 1875 authorized the Secretary 
of the Treasury to issue and dispose of cer­ 
tain bonds for the purpose of securing 
th e necessary coin w ith w hich to redeem 
all its outstanding notes on presentation. 
A t th at tim e gold was the only legal-tender 
coin. 
T he bonds were sold for gold, and 
there is now som e $118,000,000 of gold in 
the Treasury. 
To enable th e Secretary of 
th e Treasury to m eet all dem ands upon it 
in gold coin, lie m ust have $100,000,000, and 
the m argin is constantly grow ing less. 
In 
1878 silver was m ade a legal tender, and its 
coinage, at the rate of $2,000,000 a m onth, 
ordered, and the Treasury now has $68,­ 
000,000 in silver. T he silver dollar is worth 
in th e m arkets of the world som ething like 
seventeen 
cents 
less 
than 
the gold 
dollar. 
W henever, there/ore, the T reas­ 
u ry begins * i pay its obligations in sil­ 
ver, gold will at once com m and a prem ium . 
Men who owe debts in the U nited States 
w ill pay them in silver, and th e gold will 
be used to pay debts or m ake purchases 
abroad, or be hoarded, or be “ bulled ” and 
“ b eared ” in speculation. 
To meet the 
Í«resent exigency the Now York bankers 
íave agreed to let tho Government hare 
from ten to twenty m illions of gold in ex­ 
change for silver, which can be paid out in 
small amounts. 
But while this puts off 
the day of a double standard, it does not 
prevent the dawning of that day—perhaps 
we should sav the com ing of that night. 
It is claimed by som e authorities that the 
Secretary of the Treasury has a right to 
borrow gold and to issue bonds for that 
purpose. 
Secretary Manning apparently 
does not think he has such a right so long 
as he has sufficient legal-tender coin, in­ 
cluding silver, to meet all obligations.

C onnection o f Ireland w ith Scotland. 
Now th at tiie project of uniting England 
and France by m eans o f a tulinel is aban­ 
doned, a schem e is proposed for connecting 
Ireland w ith Scotland. T he proposition is 
to connect D onaghadee, Irelaud, w ith Port 
Patrick, Scotland. 
T he distance is 21 j 
m iles. 
D onaghadee is w ithin 22 m iles of 
Belfast, and Port Patrick has railw ay com ­ 
m unications w ith all parts of Scotland, 
E ngland aud W ales. T he estim ated cost 
of 
the proposed 
tunnel 
is £6,000,000. 
A ccurate soundings betw een the tw o points 
to be connected sbt.w th e greatest dept 11 of 
w ater to be 780 feet. T he proposition is 
to locate th e tu n n el 1,000 feet below low- 
w ater m ark. 
A com pany has already 
been form ed for the purpose of carrying 
forward this 
stupendous 
undertaking. 
F unds are now being secured to sink 
borings 1,000 feet deep and a foot in diam e­ 
ter at Donaghadee and Port Patrick, to 
test tiie nature of the rock. Should it be 
found to be favorable, there appears to be a 
good prospect fo r.the construction o f the 
tunnel. 
T he tunnel, if constructed, w ould 
revolutionize th e passenger traffic between 
A m erican ports and those of Great B ritain. 
It w ould dam age Q ueenstown and L iver­ 
pool, but be of im m ense advantage to 
places in the n orth o f Ireland and Scot­ 
land. 
It w ould undoubtedly cause the 
im provem ent 
o f the harbor at Lough 
Foyle, opposite M oville and lead to the 
construction o f a great city. 
Steam ers 
bound from A m erican ports to Glasgow 
w ould stop at Lough Foyle for the purpose 
of iatiding passengers going to London or 
other towns in England. 
Lough Foyle 
would be d istant from London 450 m iles, 
w hich is tw enty m iles less than the present 
journey from Q ueenstow n to London by 
the wav o f H olyhead. 
Eleven hours' tim e 
would do saved in m aking the journey, an d 
tiie suffering o f seasickness prevented.—

T an n in g A g e n t.—A new tanning agent, 
likely to be of great value, is said to have 
been discovered in Arizona, one which also 
has the property o f adding weight to the 
leather. 
The plant is an annual, and grows 
upon desert and dry upland soil. 
It is 
known by the M exicans and Indians as 
“Gonagra".” 
The discoverer is a Mr. Ed­ 
wards. 
The report states that the plant has 
a root som ewhat longer and more scraggy 
than the cultivated beet, though resembling 
it in appearance. 
Practical use dem on­ 
strate! that its tanning properties were 
about three tim es as great as common oak 
bark, and that in all essentials it was su- 
fierior to the bark in the manufacture of 
rather. 
Ever since his fortunate discovery 
Mr. Edwards has used this root in the 
manufacture of leather, it being delivered 
to bfiu by the Indians for about $.3 per ton. 
while oak bark cost $20 per ton in San 
Francisco, and freight to be added.

year in th e R oyal E ngineer mess (a well- 
constructed wooden building, well venti­ 
lated), the therm om eter rose to 125° F a h ­ 
renheit. and in tents to i*4°, and this was 
an atm osphere laden w ith m oisture. T he 
flies arc a terrible plague, rendering life 
m iserable as long as tin re is daylight, to 1» 
succeeded after dark by sandflies and m os­ 
quitoes. 
T here is no w ater to be obtained 
except th a t condensed by the shi¡>s in the 
harbor, so th e supply* is necessarily both 
unpleasant ami scanty. 
Vegetables aren o t 
to b e had. except now and then a few tom a­ 
toes and m elons. 
T he w hole place*is satu­ 
rated w ith typhoid fever poison, as th e rec­ 
ord of the sickness o f tlie ariny w ill prove 
when the reports are published’»! the’Bhic 
Books, probably tw o years hence, when 
all interest in the m atter w ill have subsided. 
It is a m atter of notoriety th at the press 
censorship prevented the tru th being know n 
regarding die great sickness th at existed in 
¡sir G erald G raham ’s force before it left, and 
this point can be proved by the evidence ot" 
several wt.r correspondents] whose tele­ 
gram s were refused or altered. 
A few facts 
will show w hat the health o f Europeans 
h as been there since ou r occupation. 
T he 
R oyal M arines occupied the place from .late 
o f the departure of Sir G erald G raham 's 
force in 1884 till its retu rn in 1885, and du r­ 
ing the period—som e n ine m onths—it took 
1,400 m en to keep up a strength of ÓUO 
efiectives. 
T he strength o f .Sir Gerald G ra­ 
ham 's forces this year was about 8,000 men 
(Europeans), and out of this num ber quite 
1,100 were invalided in six weeks, and the 
death-rate before the troops left had risen 
to tw enty-five a week, chicflv from typhoid 
fever.

The weakly plaint and the 
lying charge will continue to go up that 
those who favor Federal inteavention are 
seeking to have dams constructed behind 
which hydraulic mining may lie carried 
on. 
But the mendacity of the charge will 
not deceive the people into quiescence and 
sole reliance ujion lawsuits. Both agencies 
may and should be employed—that is, new 
appeals to the Courts and an appeal to the 
Federal authority to forbid the destruction 
by a private industry of the trust that au­ 
thority holds for the people. 
The two 
remedies are in perfect harm ony,and there 
is no conflict whatever between them. 
There are three things to be accomplished, 
the total and permanent stoppage of the 
cause of injury, by local effort and by Fed­ 
eral interference; the application of reme­ 
dies for the restoration of the navigability 
of the rivers ; 
the protection of the bays 
and lower waterways from the destruction 
that now threatens them by the descent of 
already-deposited debris. 
Upon the best, 
speediest and most economic means of ac­ 
complishing these objects, and to formulate 
the appeal to Federal authority, the people 
should consult in convention, and the A nti­ 
Debris Association should issue the call for 
the conference at once.

Uniformity the R e c o r d-U n io n lias 
stood the friend of “ a well-disciplined 
militia,” and the consistent and earnest 
advocate of the National Guard. The 
first attempt at a general encampment was 
unquestionably a success. That it is easy 
to find fault and captiously pick out blun­ 
ders and errors in the management, every­ 
one knows. It is vastly easier to point the 
way than to walk in

R eco k d-U n io n ; The State Con­ 
troller seems to regard him self as a better 
lawyer than the Attorney-General of the 
Suite; hut that questiuii was surely long 
ago settled by the people who elected both 
to their separate offices. Surely the State 
Controller would meet the wishes of the 
people better by letting the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral assume the legal part of the question 
regarding the $-174,000 railroad taxes said 
attorney has collected by legal process, and 
only now requests the Controller to issue 
his certificate therefor, that lie may hand 
over the proceeds to the State Treasurer for 
proper distribution. The evils of with­ 
holding it are well known, and to some 
extent paralyzing to the State, and has al­ 
ready tended to large increased expendi­ 
tures, as, for t lie last extra session of the 
Legislature, which was 
pronounced a 
failure.

How much anxiety the State Controller 
might have spared him self fur the last two 
years, and how much better for the people 
if he had courteously met the best en­ 
deavors of the Attorney-General in the 
railroad tax matter. 
If the principle that Controller Bunn 
contends for was applied to the partial dis­ 
tribution of estates, for the maintenance of 
the widow and children, pending the whole 
collection by the administrator, it would he 
disastrous, ás it would inhibit any l’robate 
Judge from m aking the usual order, al­ 
though the adm inistrator might have col­ 
lected a considerable sum for distribution. 
The adm inistrator would he compelled to 
retain it against his will, until he could 
collect, and had collected, tiie whole of the 
estate proceeds. 
B at administrators are not so barred 
frqru turning over partial proceeds of an 
estate for the use of those wlio need it, and 
what would he intolerable in their case, 
and throughout the broad State, is just as 
intolerable in such a case as the State Con­ 
troller is setting up against the Attorney- 
General and the people of California. 
It seems indeed remarkable liow the 
State Controller's honesty of purpose is 
thus rendered by mistaken perversity a 
source of ¡colossal public wrong and injury 
to the State.

Supreme Court not decided the question 
and it was still in doubt, Mr. Dunn might 
have some excuse, but as the case now 
stands, we can't see that he has any at all. 
The people will not always be blinded by 
prejudice, and will before many days get 
their eyes opened to the real merits and

He concludes by say­ 
ing it would’ be a violation of the law to 
give the railroads a discharge when the 
am ount paid is $222.291 3(3 íess than the 
am ount due, ¿YJ.1 right. Marshall does 
not propose to give a “ discharge.” The 
railroad does not dispute a certain amount 
of the tax. and offered to pay that and let 
the rest be subject to the decision of the 
Court. 
Marshall took the money, and the 
Court lias decided that it was right to do 
so. Still Dunn refuses to receive it. 
W hat 
his object is in so doing is not clear.

not for the interest of t he State, that is sure.

Prisoners Kn PorTE.—Sheriff Stewart, 
ot Sierra county, passed through the city 
yesterday, conveying to tiie State Prison at 
San Quentin Louis Stultz and Allen Phil­ 
lips, who arc to serve terms of life impris­ 
onment, for the murder of John Derwacher. 
in Sierra Valley, last December. 
The 
Sheriff also brought down a prisoner 
named Wilson, an old-time offender in this 
vicinity, who is now serving a term in the 
State Prison at Folsom, for burglary, but 
had been taken up to Sierra county to serve 
as witness in the Derwacher murder case, 
and *lfhs being returned to prison.

It will be well if Captains 
of companies will calmly look over the 
events of the past couple of weeks and find 
out in what particulars of military knowl­ 
edge tlieir companies are most deficient, 
and make notes for future use. In the 
history of tlie First Artillery there never 
has been a time when companies have been 
commanded by such competent Captains as 
at the present. This is a matter tor con­ 
gratulation, as it is the juost important post 
in the National Guard. Generals, Colonels 
and other officers are necessary in large 
bodies, but the hardest work falls 011 tlie 
Captains, and upon them devolves the duty 
of drilling their men week after week, of 
making the drills interesting, so tiiat the at­ 
tendance will be regular and full, keeping 
constantly before their men the principle 
that it is a high duty they owe the State, 
etc.. and all this is doiie outside of business 
hours, and without any recompense, or the 
tiope of any. 
The encampment has been of great value 
to all. The men were worked harder than 
at any previous gathering of tlie kind. 
There was not the slightest trouble in the 
camp (even Chaplain Rice and Surgeon 
Welch were the best of friends, after the 
latter was soused in the surf by the former', 
nor was there a single case of intoxication 
noticed. The improvement in marching 
and wheeling in column uf companies was 
very noticeable at tlie close of the week, 
and was a source of pride to the officers 
and men, and the very best .of feeling 
prevails towards tlie officers and men of 
our regiment throughout the division. 
Major Hubbard, of our own brigade, made 
himself a general favorite. He is soldierly 
in his bearing, looks after the comfort of 
his men, understands his business and does 
not interfere with tlie rights of his subor­ 
dinates. Major Heilhron also was invalu­ 
able, and Captains Houghton and Sheehan 
were excellent aids to General Carey. 
Captain Rupp, of Company C, Nevada 
City, had the right of the line, and main­ 
tained it with credit to himself, his com­ 
pany and the regiment. He was ably 
assisted by Lieutenants Niiiel and Simons, 
two very conscientious officers. Captain 
Cook, Company 1!. next in rank, held the 
left of the lint-. He is a very cool and able 
officer, does not need nincti coaching in a 
drill, and whep a superior officer orders 
him to duty, is prompt and willing; hut 
that superior, whoever he may be. should 
be careful that lie understandshis business, 
because the Captain will not stand any 
nonsense. Captain Stevens, Company A, 
has raised himself immensely in the esti­ 
mation of his company and brother officers. 
He heM his men down to business, and 
proved himself a competent officer. He is 
a man that, ¡11 a tight, would he followed 
to “ shool,” and in- would not he tlie last 
man in, either. This company had the 
colors in its charge, and it would go hard 
wit li any company or regiment if it should 
be foolhardy enough to attempt their cap­ 
ture.At tlie close of the sham battle, when tlie 
final charge was made by the First Infantry 
on the First Artillery, which was retreating 
according to programme, there was a circle 
of glistening bayonets drawn around the 
colors, and if A was hard pressed G was 
alongside, ready to club tlieir mus­ 
kets in its defense. Captain Weinstock, 
of E, came in line between C and A. 
and is on the high road to become 
a very efficient officer. He was constantly 
on the look-out for the comfort of his men, 
devising ways and means for their amuse­ 
ment, instructing them, seeing that they 
were not imposed upon, and when concert 
of action was required by tlie regimental 
officers for any purpose for the good of the 
force, his advice was invaluable. His com­ 
pany was sent out to skirmish for the pro­ 
visional regiment, and for some time was 
at a great distance from his own. When 
finally ordered in by the Colonel, it took 
about five minutes to get him to under­ 
stand what was wanted. He was as ex­ 
cited as if it was a genuine fight; hut when 
he finally understood he and his men were 
wanted to aid his regiment at a rally, it 
was a sight worth witnessing to sec E’s hoys 
put out for the bjplc-agurcdcommand. Some 
of the lookers-on affirm that the Captain 
outran the Colonel’s horse in getting back. 
Captain Casler, of Company F, Wood­ 
land, a good officer and thorough 
gentleman, 
was 
out 
011 
picket, 
and gave the 
first notice to his 
regiment that the enemy was in sight. He 
commenced a rattling fire u i the First In­ 
fantry and battery, and, his blood being 
up, positively would not give way until lie 
was assured that Company A was coming 
at a run to relieve him. When he saw 
Company A advance, lie retired to rest his 
panting company behind the regimental 
line. Captain Hail, of Company G, the 
youngest Captain, if he continues’his hard 
study of tactics, will probably wind up his 
military career with tlie honor of wearing 
a star, but he lias sense enough to know 
that, as the National Guard is at present 
constituted, two bars are more honorable. 
He has a very orderly body of men, and it 
will not he his fault if they are imposed 
upon. He looks after the smallest details, 
and 011 drill handled his company surpris­ 
ingly well for the short practice he has had. 
He is liked by everybody, and is a hard 
worker. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Guthrie and Major 
McKee were continually in camp attending 
to business, and we do not believe there 
was a more efficient set of staff officers in 
the camp than that of the First Artillery. 
Almost any ot them could be called upon 
for military duty and would be found com­ 
petent. When Adjutant Neary was called 
home by the sickness of his brother, Pow­ 
ers took his place with credit to himself, 
and when he was engaged in other duties. 
Lieutenants Rivett and Plant could supply 
the deficiency. Quartermaster Rivett and 
Quartermaster Sergeant Hughes worked 
hard with the tents and baggage, and we 
have not heard of a case where baggage 
was lost which was handled bv them. In 
fact, every man attended to the duties set 
tor him to do, faithfully and well. 
Tlie week's drills have been beneficial, as 
before stated, and the sham battle, which 
at a first thought would appear to he use­ 
less. is a school of great importance. It 
teaches men and officers to keep cool, 
which in itself is very necessary in real 
action. We have 110 hesitation 111 saying 
that participation in a sham battle a" few 
times would enable all to see how neces­ 
sary it is to preserve unbroken lines, to 
give the commands coolly, to keep an eye 
on the movements of the opposing force, if 
in sight, in order to checkmate any move 
upon their post to turn their flank, qud 
various other points. Of course in actual 
battle, when troops are at such close quar­ 
ters as they were on the 22d at Camp 
Stoneman, and plenty of ammunition 011 
hand, there would not be a grease spot of 
either side left unless the firing was terri­ 
bly wild, and as a matter of fact the Third 
Infantry would have been annihilated in­ 
acting Colonel Lelie’s regiment before it 
could have got to the foot of the bald 
(Tripe) hill near Lehe's quarters, as he had 
a stronger force and a clear sweep at the 
enemy from summit to base. This was 
the most picturesque part of the battle, 
several lines of skirmishers bein'* out and 
the scene clear to all. It would have fared 
harder with the First Artillery, because 
the opposing force was much larger and 
supported by a battery. The taking of that 
battery from tlie First Regiment was the 
tamest affair we ever witnessed. There 
was not even the semblance of resistance. 
The retaking was more realistic of a battle, 
as there was a lively dasli made for it, and 
the First Artillery made some show to 
come to its assistai ce, and we believe if 
the batten- had been in the charge of Coiu- 
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anv B's'bovs the regiment would not 
ave allowed it to go back, even at the risk 
of breaking the programme. 
This last encampment has done more to 
bring the First Artillery into notice than 
any previous one. as by comparison with 
others it was found to be better posted in 
all the battalion evolutions thap any regi 
ment in camp, and this is the verdict of all 
who witnessed the drills of the various 
battalions : and our boys could have shown 
to much better advantage in numbers on 
drill if the guard duties had not been so 
heavy. It was a noticeable fact that none 
of the attacking force at the sham fight had 
their colora out. This perhaps was fortu­ 
nate for the “ dandy ” Fifth, as it was bet 
ter to lose a guidon than the regimental 
colors. At one time during the fight this 
latter regiment was in sucli a position that 
the right wing of the First Artillery was fir, 


Ing i left oblique) into their backs, while the 
left wing was tilling their stomachs with 
imaginary lead at a right oblique lire. 
Private Naugliton. of G. had to he carried 
off the field. Some of the boys maliciously 
state that the trouble was fright. 
Much has been said by the press ¡11 ref­ 
erence to the little camp troubles, the cases 
of extortion by the Santa Cruz people, etc., 
and great exaggeration indulged in. It 
would he impossible to please everybody in 
an encampment of 1,800 men or there­ 
abouts, and we venture to say that there is 
not a town in California whose merchants, 
hotel-keepers, saloons, etc., would not 
charge as high or higher rates than did tlie 
people of Santa Cruz in such a crush as was 
there camp week. The sentiment was uni­ 
versal among the military that a more de­ 
lightful place could not be found. The 
grounds were ample, the weather pleasant, 
bathing and other amusements plentiful, 
the people affable, and the press of Santa 
Cruz did its part to make the encampment 
pleasant to all. We believe it would he a 
wise measure for the people of Santa Cruz 
to start a subscription fund with which to 
purchase the grounds, presen: them to the 
National Guard, and let the State furnish 
the funds to carry on an annual encamp­ 
ment by regiment, under the instruction of 
a competent regular army officer, and as 
one regiment leaves let another take its 
place. Tlie giving of receptions should he 
sternly prohibited in camp. It demoral­ 
izes the officers and creates discontent 
among the men, who cannot participate 
•just because they arc enlisted men, but very 
many of whom are the peers in every re­ 
spect of those who give these receptions. 
Tiie First Artillery is under special obliga­ 
tions to the press and people of Sacra­ 
mento. who take a pride in the home regi- 
nisn.t and encourage tlie officers and men 
by a hearty appreciation of their services. 
The unattached companies in the Fourth 
Brigade camp were neglected by not hav­ 
ing a competent corps of field officers to 
drill them. There are many able officers 
among the companies, who could havepre- 
pared themselves for the business if re­ 
quired, but they were led to believe that a 
competent instructor would he furnished 
them, and hence did nothing themselves. 
Captain Eehe, of the Stockton Guard, is a 
very able officer, and Captain Butclielder. 
of the Chico Guard, surprised his friends 
by handling liis company in battalion drills 
so well. There is no occasion to tell him 
how to do a tiling twice, and he is con­ 
stantly looking after the comfort of his 
men. The First Artillery do not hope to 
find a better lot of men to camp with than 
those composing tlie Provisional Regiment 
at Camp .Stoneman, and both regiments are 
fast friends for all time. The Forsythe 
Guard, Fresno, is a fine laxity, and march 
well for a new company. It has some very 
prominent men in its ranks. 
Great attention was paid by the men in 
camp to the little details of camp life. It 
was very rarely that an officer was not 
properly saluted and the proper degree of 
respect shown him. Looking over the 
field to see what branch of military knowl­ 
edge the companies were most lacking in, 
we would say tliattheskirm ish drill should 
he practiced more than any other for some 
lim e. The wheeling by lours needs look­ 
ing after, and distances in column of com­ 
panies, and twos, single and double ranks, 
should he more carefully estimated. There 
is one other matter that the Captain of 
every company should pay the closest at­ 
tention to, and that is to stop all talk in 
the ranks when his company is drilling. 
We believe it would be a good plan to im­ 
pose a fine on any one who talks unneces­ 
sarily. It is the cause of many a break in 
an otherwise good drill, and is a constant 
source of annoyance to officers, as it dis­ 
tracts the attention of all within hearing. 
This is a good time to start reforms in com­ 
panies, and if tlie evil of talking in the 
ranks can be suppressed it will be of the 
greatest benefit. 
Towards the close of tlie encampment 
the field and staff rashly accepted the chal­ 
lenge of Company G t<> shoot a match at 
200 yards, and “got left.’’ The field and 
staff were pretty well used up at the time, 
hut labored under a delusion that G was in 
a worse condition. 
The serenading tour of the officers of the 
regiment to the various headquarters, ac­ 
companied by their excellent band. Satur­ 
day evening, was very heartily appreciated, 
and 011 the march home, while passing the 
Second Brigade camp, the cheers for the 
First Artillery were hearty and continuous.

BRIEF NOTES. 


F a ta l A ccident a t P enkyn.—At an 
early hour Thursday evening, us a locomo­ 
tive was returning to Rocklin from the hill, 
without a train, it struck-a wagon and 
double team that were crossing the track 
despite the fact that the engine had whis­ 
tled for the station at the usual point, and 
her hell was ringing. The engineer did not 
see the vehicle until it was too late to stop. 
The wagon was occupied by Pierre Servain, 
a farmer of that vicinity—who had been 
attending the trial of a case in which he 
was interested, in a Justice’s Court in Pen- 
ryn—his wife and cljild and a friend named 
Baptiste. Servain was so badly injured 
that lie died shortly afterwards; Baptiste 
was severely bruised about the head, and 
tlie other occupants of the vehicle were 
tritiingly hurt. One of the horses of tlie 
team was killed, and the wagon demoral­ 
ized. A Coroner’s inquest was held in the 
case of Servain yesterday by Justice Camp­ 
bell,and the jury found that deceased came 
to his death through his own carelessness, 
tand that the railroad company was not to 
blame.

Im m igration M atters. 
Dr. Latham. Secretary of the Northern 
California Immigration Association, had a 
very busy day yesterday, attending to ap­ 
plications concerning lands that may be ob­ 
tained by settlers. Mr. Meyers, represent­ 
ing ten German families recently from Ger­ 
many, and now on their way out from the 
hast, was obtaining further fuets relative to 
tlie Colony de Cronstadt, recently organ­ 
ized by Hon. T. G. I’helps, four miles from 
Moore s Station, on theCalifornia Northern 
Railroad. Mr. Phelps has divided theland 
into tracts of ten or fifteen acres, and there 
are already about thirty families—all Ger­ 
man—gathered there. 
The purchasers of 
tiie land secure also a water right from the 
Forbestown ditch, and, as tiie soil is excel­ 
lent. plenty of wood and building material, 
and the location within sight of the church 
spires of Marysville, settlers are much 
pleased witli it. Some months ago Herman 
baulk, Central Pacific Railroad agent to 
Germany, wrote to Dr. Latham for infor­ 
mation concerning the Cronstadt Colony, 
stating that lie hail received frequent in­ 
quiries concerning it. The Doctor returned 
a lull description, which Mr. Faulk subse­ 
quently liail translated into German and 
circulated. In consequence lie writes 
that a great many families are get­ 
ting ready to leave tlie old country' 
and settle in this new colony, and Wil’l 
leave as soon as their crops are harvested 
this fall. 
The heads of three Iowa families also 
called upon the Doctor yesterday, and sub­ 
sequently left for Siiasta county, to seek 
laud in the neighborhood of Cottonwood 
and Anderson. They were intelligent, en­ 
ergetic men, of the class that makes good 
citizens. Three men from Sonoma countv 
also called, to get hints relative to land in 
Tehama and Shasta counties, having deter­ 
mined that they could do nothing in So­ 
noma county, as land where they had been 
was rated at fr«m $100 to$250 per acre. Two 
gentlemen from Ohio, representing five 
families, were furnished points as to land 
in El Dorado county. They had been look­ 
ing over the southern portion of the State, 
hut it did not satisfy them. 
Dr. Latham has received numerous let­ 
ters from New York, Nebraska, Iowa, etc., 
requesting that documents be sent, giving 
tacts and figures as to northern California. 
All of the writers state that this section of 
tlie State is attracting great attention, and 
that a large movement will he made toward 
it this fall. I11 fact the indications are that 
tiie southern portion of the State is being 
lost sight of in the eagerness to obtain the 
cheap land uf the northern country. 
Among the letters received was one from 
Ohio, in the interest of a company of men 
who have been conducting a woolen mill 
011 the co-operative principle, carrying on 
tlie work with their own labor. They are 
desirous of coming to California with their 
families, and have about made up their 
minds to settle in Tehama county. Dr. 
Latham recommended them to apply to 
General N. P. Chipman, of Red Bluff1, for 
the information they desired. 
Who l)oes It Belong To? 
Since the encampment at Camp Stone- 
man there has been considerable specula­ 
tion as to who was to receive the money 
appropriated by the State for the camp ex­ 
penses. Yesterday the following demand 
was tiled with the Controller :

The Controller refused to draw the war­ 
rant, and referred the reporter to the fol­ 
lowing law, which he claimed covered the 
case: 
“ Every regiment, or battalion, or unat­ 
tached company that annually assembles 
and encamps for discipline and* drill for not 
less than seven days, shall receive from tlie 
State, to defray the expenses of said en­ 
campment, a sum equal to $1 25 per day 
for each officer aud man regularly 011 duty 
in such eauip ; provided, that the 
aggregate of such allowance shall not 
for any one encampment exceed the 
sum of $400 per company. 
When 
the companies of a regiment or battalion 
are not located at the same place, such com­ 
panies shall receive, in addition to above 
allowance, the actual fare to and from the 
place of assembly. Said sums shall he ac­ 
credited, allowed and paid as other allow­ 
ances to tlie National Guard are paid.” 
Another section of the Code savs: “ Tlie 
amount so audited anil allowed must lie 
paid to the commanding officers of such 
companies for the use thereof.” 
It is understood that the Colonels of the 
different regiments have filed their item­ 
ized demands, and if the same are approved 
by the Board vf Examiners they will be 
recognized by the Controller.

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T r ia l T rip.—The Fish Commissioners’ 
steam launch, Governor Stoneman, made a 
trial trip last evening that was in every 
way successful. She steamed from her 
moorings on tlie Washington side of the 
river, three miles up the stream, and re­ 
turned. She is a neat craft, minds tier 
helm well, and is pronounced by all who 
have seen her a trim vessel. Captain Fos­ 
ter occupied the position of ]>ilot; John 
Rock, the builder. acted as captain ; John 
Cunningham as mate, and Fish Commis­ 
sioner Buckingham was chief of the com­ 
missary department. A large number of 
gentlemen were passengers, among whom 
were several members of the press. The 
Stoneman was built for a police patrol boat 
on the lower Sacramento and bays, but as 
she draws over four feet of water she will 
hardly go into service this season, as the 
river at tlie Yolo bridge is onlv three feet 
deep, and it will he impossible for her to go 
down stream until a rise of water. 
E xecu tive P ardons.—Yesterday Gov­ 
ernor Stoneman issued pardons as follows: 
To Patrick Clancy, who was sentenced by 
the District Court of Alameda county, in 
1877, on a charge of murder in the second 
degree, to fifteen years' imprisonment in 
San Quentin. It was issued upon the 
recommendation of tiie Board of State 
Prison Directors, 011 the ground that he 
acted in self-defense : that there was a rea­ 
sonable doubt as to his guilt, and also that 
he was 70 years of age. Charles Bradey, 
who was convicted of burglary in San 
Francisco in November, 1382, and sen­ 
tenced to seven years, was also commuted 
three years, upon the recommendation of 
the Board of State Prison Directors. 
C a u g h t Him.—A day or two ago a thief 
entered the office of Dr. South worth, den­ 
tist, on the pretense of having his teeth 
fixed, and, being told to wait a while, 
watched his opportunity and stole about 
$12 worth of gold, used for filling, and then 
left. Officers Rider and Kent have arrested 
the fellow, who is named J. H. Demurest. 
Some of the gold was found in his pockets 
when he was arrested, having escaped from 
the packages in which it was kept, and the 
remainder will be recovered from a place 
where he sold it. He admits having stolen 
pro]ierty from other persons, but is some­ 
what confused in his statements, having 
evidently been on a big spree.

IN A VOLCANO. 


(¿RAPHIC DESCRIPTION OF WALKS 
AMONG SEETHING LAVA. 


A Sacram en to G irl's V isit to K ilauea, 
the Fam o u s Volcano 011 the 
Island o f H aw aii. 


[special Correspondence of the Record-Unios.] j 
A party of us recently left Haiku on tlie 
Island of Maui, and alter experiencing the 
usual delays in traveling, both by land and 
sea, we arrived at Hilo, on the Island of 
Hawaii, from which point parties start on 
their journey to the famous volcano, Ki­ 
lauea, the most noted volcano now in ex­ 
istence. Our first view of Hilo bay and 
C'ocoanut Island was most enchanting. 
TLe land-kicked bay, bordered by cocoanut 
trees laden with their brown fruit, the 
beautiful color of the water, the city of 
Hilo built on the graceful curves, with its 
fresh white houses and beautiful vegeta­ 
tion, together with the bright morning sun, 
n!l combined to make the scene an ever-to- 
be remembered one. 
THE T R ir FROM HIPO. 
< Htr party started from Hilo on a Friday 
morning at 5:45. We dashed from Hilo on 
horseback into the forest—a veritable trop­ 
ical jungle. On the olúa trees and the lnho- 
la green ferns hung from almost every 
limb, draping the trees with most graceful 
festoons. Theieie vine, the birds' nests 
and ferns beneath the dense undergrowth 
combined to make a typical island wood. 
We rode through them for nearly seven 
miles, too rapidly to take in their full 
beauty, but coining back, when the setting 
sun was glancing through them, the picture 
was one of surprising beauty. After leav­ 
ing the woods we came into an entirely 
different character of country; rough, up 
and down; vegetation not luxurious—a few 
trees and scattered ferns. Arrived, weary 
and worn, at the Half-way House—a wel­ 
come sight—where we rested an hour and 
ate our lunch. We remounted at 10 o’clock 
and proceeded on our sixteen-mile pilgrim­ 
age. The most ambitious of the party con­ 
stituted the advance guard, and reached 
THE VOLCANO HOUSE 
One and a half hours before the other. 
Two or three miles of our journey was 
through the most magnificent pulu ferns, 
growing twelve or fifteen feet hijrti, their 
waving plumes extending across the road. 
Passing through this belt of bfauty, we 
soon came to good cantering ground, and 
we galloped away until we reached the 
Volcano House, too tired to dismount 
without assistance. After drinking tea. 
almost to intoxication, we looked around 
to view our surroundings. The bouse con­ 
sists of a living room, six sleeping rooms, 
dining and cook room. It is one of the 
kind that shuts out sight and not sound, 
and some funny experiences supposed to 
be told in confidence found a large audi­ 
ence. We learned after the first night that 
“ walls have ears.” A grand fire-place 
gave out cheer and comfort, for at an alti­ 
tude of 4,000 feet the tropic heat was 
moderated. Rocking-chairs, lounges, and 
a book-case filled with papers, offered rest 
to our weary bodies. 
LOOKING DOWN IN THE CRATER. 
A great disappointment and surprise 
awaited me at the crater. Instead of a 
mountain sending forth iire, smoke and 
lava. I saw. looking from the house, a pit 
500 feet deep, the lloor of which is a frozen 
sea of lava.. At the farther end of this 
lioor could be seen three furnaces, sur­ 
rounded by castle and dills. From such 
smoke issued and an occasional gleam of 
light. This was all. No bleching forth of 
a fiery liood from a mountain side; no 
shaking and tremblingand rending by un­ 
seen forces. A disappointment! We took 
a walk to the sulphur hanks, stepping cau­ 
tiously at first over the steam cracks. How 
could we be sure that the earth would not 
break up under our feet! Strange that 
familiarity with even the greatest forces in 
nature makes them lose their terror. To 
walk over ground broken up into islands, 
peninsulas, capes and every natural divis­ 
ion by the cracks, from six incites to a foot 
across, from which the steam, hot, sulphu­ 
reous. coiues pouring, gives one thejfeeiing 
that he is tempting t he Fates. But suf­ 
ficiently long aoiuaintanee with even such 
phenomena makes it seem tame. 
THE VOLCANO'S FIREWORKS DISPLAY. 
Returning to the house we had supper, 
after which we sat on the rim of the crater 
and watched Madam Pele (Goddess of Vol­ 
cano) as she lit up the fireworks for the 
night. Gradually the furnace began to 
assume a lurid lute; bluish red light 
flashed upward, and occasionally liantes 
appeared. The recent lava flow became 
visible as the night darkened. Tongues of 
fire were to be seen creeping along stealth­ 
ily, advancing, imperceptibly moving. All 
over the floor of the crater here and there 
were the bright lines of light plainly defin­ 
ing the course of the flow. 
Sitting on the cliff, Professor Jenks, of 
Brown's University, entertained us with 
accounts of the eruptions of Vesuvius anil 
the homes of the cliff dwellers, the latter 
suggested by the similarity of the cliffs 
surrounding Kilauea. How strange the 
life of those prehistoric people. How strik­ 
ing the contrast between the past, forever 
dead, and the intensely active present, for 
now we seemed to be in the midst ol the 
creation itself. Nay, not seemed, but we 
were 
STANDING IN UOH’s WORKSHOP. 
Sitting there till we were reminded by 
the chillness of the air that we must 
“ move on,” we drank in deep draughts of 
peace and thankfulness, and our hearts 
gave out greater homage worship and awe 
than ever before. Thousands of times in 
my life had I experienced tlie tenderness 
and love of the Creator—in every flower 
and child, in every unselfish act, in the 
forgiveness and mercy—but here there was 
no suggestion of aught but power, over­ 
whelming, grand, awful. 
We returned to the house physically ex­ 
hausted by the day’s exertions, but men­ 
tally too active to think of rest. We 
retired, but, in my case, not to sleep. About 
10;30 the word was passed around that the 
“ new lake” was “ breaking up,” upon 
which signal the company arose to witness 
from the veranda the brilliant illumination 
of the heavens, and to see 
MADAME PETE IN HER MOST FIERY KOBE. 
We finally resolved to sleep, hut sleep 
takes flight with such resolves, and all 
night the extreme novelty of the surround­ 
ings made rest a fugitive.’ At last morning 
came, and with elastic spirits we gathered 
around the table. After breakfast we vis­ 
ited “ The Devil’s Kitchen." But he re­ 
sented our too closely prying into the 
details of his culinary affairs, and if any 
one ventured too far a puli'of steam greeted 
and forced him to retreat. 
We next wended our way to Kilauea-iki, 
an extinct crater two miles distant. Here 
the sides were clothed with' verdure from 
summit to base, and on the floor the same 
black, forbidding mass which characterized 
the active crater. Opposite us was what 
appeared a roadway, in which the vegeta­ 
tion was younger than elsewhere. [On 
inquiry we found that down this path the 
lava had poured at a comparatively recent 
period, destroying everything in its course, 
and that nature had but recently begun to 
repair the damage. 
PICNICKING AMONG VOLCANOS. 
Reminded that it was nearlv noon, we 
returned to the house. Both’going and 
coining we had feasted on obelos, finding 
them growing in great abundance and 
beauty on every hand; we also gathered 
some strawberries for lunch. We read and 
rested the remainder of the afternoon, pre­ 
paring ourselves for “ descensus avernus” 
in the evening. The volcano hooks occu­ 
pied considerable of our attention, the 
thoughts of more than one person of note 
being inscribed therein. 
Late in the afternoon a council of war 
was held, and 4:30 was decided upon as the 
best time to set out. We took a lunch, 
Lanterns, wraps, staves and a guide, and a 
grotesque procession moved down the slope 
of Kilauea. We found it to be literally true, 
“ descensus avernus facile est,” for we 
actually flew down the mountain side. 
DOWN IN TH E CRATER. 
Many go down, and are so exhausted as 
to be almost dead when they reach the top. 
A sad reminder of our possible fate was 
found in the monument located just before 
the lava field is reached, which marks the 


oh ! oh ! oh!”—at the rate oí about 130 a 
The lava came towards us, from two di­ 
rections, surrounding the floating islands, 
which tossed about in the lake, sometimes 
nearer the shore, sometimes far out at sea, 
at the mercy of the waves. The molten 
lava streamed round the black crust, form­ 
ing numberless little islands, which one 
after another became submerged, and the 
whole lake was 
ONE SHEET OF BUBBLING I AVA. 
Could anything have been m oTe awe­ 
inspiring, unless, perhaps, to have seen the 
waves seething and tossing against the 
islands and surrounding cliffs ? This lias 
often been seen ; hut we were satisfied. Iu 
five minutes from the time that the 
“ breaking up” commenced, all was quiet, 
and the lake was fast darkening. We 
gazed until all was quiet, and Tom said, 
“ That's all.” Then we turned our faces 
toward the mountain. The rain had ceased, 
but a thick mist would have made it diffi­ 
cult, perhaps, to retrace our steps, had we 
not been guided by the light which Tom 
had left at the foot of the slope. 
Filled with thoughts of awe and mystery 
and power we bent our steps towards the 
goal, following a track of sulphur which 
Tom had defined “ the trail.” At the foot 
of the mountain we met a gentleman of the 
party that did not go, and who had felt 
some anxiety about us. He assisted us to 
make the ascent. Some of the party 
reached the top breathless, and gladly sank 
1 into chairs. Front the house they had 
seen the grand illuminations, and were 
prepared to hear our very enthusiastic ac­ 
count jn arrival. 
THE RETURN HOMEWARD. 
\\ ell pleased with our view of both 
lakes, we thought of returning on the mor­ 
row without a regret. Writing our names 
in the volcano book and settling with our 
host, we sought rest. 
At 5:30 a . m . th e house was in motion, 
making preparation for our homeward 
journey. In time we were all mounted, 
and started ^forward. We passed through 
the woods just at sunset; the scene was 
beautiful. We reached Hilo at 6 p. ii., and 
from there journeyed to our home on the 
Island of Maui.

spot where a young Englishman fell, ex­ 
hausted, and expired on his return from 
the fiery furnace. One faces it with a 
shudder, feeling that the “ black camel” 
has no choice of places. 
Reaching the lava, making good use of 
our staves, we trudged along over the un­ 
even surface, up and down, over cracks 
from whith steam issued, across sluggishly 
moying lava, past “ Little Beggar,” up to 
the cliff which overlooks the “ New Lake.” 
This we found perfectly dead, with scarcely 
a sign of activity. We decidid to pay our 
respects to Ha[e Mauman (house of ever­ 
lasting fire), and return to the "New Lake” 
later. A mile of hard tramping (danger­ 
ous it would be called anywhere else) 
brought us to the top of the fiery lake. A 
few moments' waiting and our most ex­ 
travagant expectations were realized. 
• 
FOUNTAINS OF LIQUID LAVA 
Began to plav—ten, twenty, fifty feet high. 
A center fountain played continually all 
the evening. Others spit forth a stream 
and then subsided. Eight at one time sent 
up their tierv jets. Soon we saw great ac­ 
tivity near the shore, and we concluded 
that nothiug short of a nearer acquaintance 
would satisfy us. Taking otir lunch hastily, 
we clambered down the most impossible 
places, and in ten minutes reached the 
very edge of the seething, molten mass. 
Fascinated bv the dangers of the situation, 
we seemed riveted on the spot. Immense 
stones were thrown in. which intrusion 
Madame Pete resented by throwing up al­ 
most in our faces a flrey flood. On one oc­ 
casion we were obliged to retreat, to escape 
being struck by the bits of fire. A stam­ 
pede ensued, when the guide called a pro- 
emptory halt. 


g r a n d , m a g n if ic e n t s pe c t a c l e. 
The darkness now became intense, and 
the display of pyrotechnics correspondingly 
magnificent. The cliffs were lighted up 
with a lurid glare, showing them white ih 
contrast with the stygian darkness of the 
heavens around, and tlie peculiar red color 
of the continually playing fountains. 
When could we go! 
The ever-changing 
conditions of the lake made the scene al­ 
ways new. Having spent two wonderful 
hours on the brink of this wonderful sea 
we turned our backs regretfully, filled with 
awe. Scaling the bights to the eyrie, we 
saw an illumination in the vicinity of the 
" New Lake,” and hastened in that direc­ 
tion. The sky became brighter and brighter. 
Fearful lest the grandeur would have 
passed before we could reach it, we hastened 
on. We ascended, descended, scrambled, 
ever with the object in view, but seemingly 
to retreat on our approach. As last we 
found ourselves, 
BREATHLESS, OVERLOOKING 
What had five minutes before been a toss­ 
ing, surging mass, hut now was fast cool­ 
ing. becoming darker and darker until the 
heaving flood ¡¡ad ceased from its troubling 
and was soon as black as surrounding 
night. Disappointed that we had just 
missed this most glorious of sights."we 
turned our faces homeward. The “ Old 
Lake" now lit up the heavens, and our 
cup of regret was full at the thought that 
we had not remained there. It was now 11 
p . m . In a short time we reached the re­ 
cent "flow," and spent some time making 
specimens, idols, vasis, coin specimens, and 
I joyfully brought away a horse shoe 
partially covered ..ith lava which I picked 
up near the “ Old Lake.” We read itlie 
base of the final slope, and the bights 
which we must reach seemed inaccessible, 
tired as we were. We finally dropped 
down on the porch of the Volcano House, 
ALMOST EXHAUSTED. 
After three cups of hot teaánd decorating 
the tire place with dripping garments, we 
retired, to get up in the morning to learn 
that the “ New Lake" hail given a fine 
exhibition about 12 o'clock.

One of the most aggravating 
things about a visit to the volcano is its 
unreliability. For months it may remain 
inactive, and all the weariness and hard­ 
ship goes for naught.

Sunday morning dawned rainy, wet. dull 
without, but bright and warm and com­ 
fortable within. The day was spent in 
conversing, reading and sleeping. It was 
continuously rainy, and out oí doors of­ 
fered no attractions. I had had all day a 
lingering hope that it would clear off,' so 
that we might try our luck once at the 
“ New Lake. 
SKIPPING OVER LAVA SF.AS. 
At 0 r. m. five of the party, moved bv a 
common impulse, sought out the guide, and 
equipped as on the previous evening, com­ 
menced the descent. The way seemed much 
shorter than before. We found the trail 
over which we had passed the evening be­ 
fore covered in part by the hot lava. 
It had moved imperceptibly, but in the 
twenty-four hours since our last trip, it 
had slowly and surely crept across our 
path. It hissed and sputtered as the rain 
fell upon it. We chose a spot where the 
stream of lava was narrowest, and tripped 
acrosseil it quickly, I assure you. The 
crust being but line and a half or two 
inches thick our shoes suffered from the 
near contact to the fiery flood beneath. 
We breathed easier when 
TUB BURNING RIVER WAS PASSED: 
Hastening on, so that the “ New Lake" 
would not again display its charms unseen. 
We looked longingly toward “ The Little 
Beggar,” from which dense sulpiiurous 
streams of steam and smoke were issuing. 
The wind being in the wrong direction, we 
dared not venture near it, besides, we 
promised that we would not go to it, as one 
of the party had had such a narrow escape 
there two evenings previous. 
Reaching 
the “ New Lake,” we found it in action, so 
we settled down to await its “ breaking 
up,” giving ourselves until 11 o’clock. 
OCCASIONAL FLASHES OF LIGHT 
And a boiling in the corner nearest to us 
gave us hope that we might be so fortunate 
as to have our wishes fulfilled. We each 
selected a steam crack for warmth, and in 
perfect comfort awaited the “ moving of the 
waters." Quoting poetry and singing be­ 
guiled the time, while we did not move our 
eyes from the place where the most activity 
was observable, for front this we gathered 
our hope. But all in an instant, at 9:10. 
all eyes were riveted on the'spot most dis­ 
tant from us. “ It’s breaking up.” “ Oh 1 
oh! oh ........................ 
minute.

CONTRASTING CALIFORNIA WITH 
FOREIGN SHORES.

San F ra n cisco, August 28. 1835. 
Those people who oppose novel reading 
in their families ought to subscribe for a 
few papers printed in foreign lands. By 
reading and discussing them in the house­ 
hold circle children would soon discover 
attractions about other than fictional litera­ 
ture. An Australian paper sent to a friend 
recently returned from there, contains as 
much amusement as a sea-side novel. One 
article on weather topics describes the pres­ 
ent winter as unusually severe. How hap­ 
py Sacramento could be. when the ther­ 
mometer registers along about 105° in the 
shade, if by some sort of telephonic contri­ 
vance there could be a swap of climates with 
our southern hemispheres! Perhaps elec­ 
tricity will yet accomplish that exchange. 
Seasons out there are just opposite ours. 
Christmas is midsummer, and is always 
celebrated with picnics, to which people 
come in white garments and straw hats, 
with sea-bathing, and luncheon spread on 
the sands. While my friend was out 
there she had occasion to buy a stock of 
underclothing. Not in one shop could she 
find a night gown but what buttoned up 
the back. Other garments art* of such ludi­ 
crous shapes as to cause roars of laughter 
to American women who are favored with 
a sight of them. People have an idea that 
goods can be bought cheaper in English 
colonies than in the United States. My 
friend intended laying in a lot of handsome 
fabrics, hut found prices fully up to those 
in California, while there was none of that 
dainty style characteristic of Pacilic stores. 
Certainly underwear is far behind our own 
for fashion and cheapness. 
TREELESS TRACTS. 
The paper mentions that a business firm 
have ordered $100,000 worth of lumber 
from Red Bluff. It seems a long ways to 
travel, hut there are no trees in Australia 
except gum varieties in sparse groups and 
almost useless for lumber. What a reve­ 
lation the shady avenues of Californian's 
Capital would be to Melbourne and Syd­ 
ney ! Could you live in a land without 
pines or oaks? 1 can’t imagine any ro­ 
mance or poetry without trees. 
The Fourteenth Amendment seems not 
to have extended political lines thencewaril 
as under theatrical notes is quoted: “ A 
roaring business is being done in St. George 
Hall by W. M. Emerson and his nigger 
minstrels." Observe the calm effrontery, 
please, of those two g’s. It is also stated 
that Benicia’s baby, Gracie Plaisted, is the 
leading prima donna at the Bijou Opera 
House, Melbourne.

CALIFORNIA TO THE FRONT. 
Instantaneous picture-making of moving 
objects has engaged study from photograph­ 
ers since that science was in infancy. Dur­ 
ing the maintenance of his I’alo Alto horse- 
training ranch, ex-Governor Stanford ex­ 
pended $40,000 trying but never securing 
satisfactory pictures of running horses. 
After thirty years of experiments Prof. W. 
E. James of San Francisco, brought his art 
ahead of anything in photographic history. 
By the invention of a “ drop-shutter,” he 
uncovers and covers the camera upon a 
passing object quicker than any possible 
movement of the hand—quicker, seem­ 
ingly, than an eyelid’s fall, and secures a 
perfect picture at the rate of 1A35 in a sec­ 
ond. Among foremost inventions of the 
age, this one we owe not to electricity, but 
to laws of gravitation. A horse trotting 150 
feet a second,or 2:40 gait, outlines distinctly 
the tension of every muscle. The sulky 
wheel-spokes are ail in place, plain as if 
stationary, and the driver’s likeness recog­ 
nizable. Other moving objects are copied 
plain as if painted. Among them are ocean 
waves heating the shore and on Seal Rocks 
at the Cliff House; flash of sixteen cannon 
firing a salute from the English corvette 
Cotpus; a lad}- riding horseback in the 
park. There are several flocks of quail in 
the park that have become so tame as to 
answer a peculiar whistling call made by 
the resident keeper.

Is O u r W ood S up p ly F a ilin g ? —At the 
recent meeting of tlie Society of Engineers 
at Deer l’ark, MU, a valuable paper was 
read on the “Preservation of Forests." 
Tlie paper presented a large number of 
statistics, collected from various sources, to 
show the necessity of exercising economy 
in the use of forest products and the possi­ 
bility of a wood famine. The writer con­ 
cluded that the supply of white pine in the 
United States is certain to be exhausted 
before the end of this century, and prob­ 
ably in Canada also. Of Southern pine, 
at the present rate of consumption, there is 
stated to be 154» years' supply of spruce and 
hemlock. East of the Mississippi there is 
probably twenty-five years' supply of hard 
woods. The supply of black walnut and 
ash is being rapidly exhausted. The sup­ 
plies of other kinds of wood are. however, 
so abundant that a famine cannot be pre­ 
dicted. In reference to tree-planting, the 
writer stated that when intelligently under­ 
taken in regions where timber is scarce a 
fair return is made on the investment.— 
[Exchange. 


R ea c h S h o r t C a k e .—Take one quart of 
salted flour, adding two teaspoonfuls of 
Hecker's baking powder. Now rub into 
the flour two ounces of good butter. Wet 
the flour with enough buttermilk to form 
a soft dough, adding first to the buttermilk 
a teaspoonful of soda and dissolving it. 
Mix the whole lightly, and make into a 
cake about nine or ten inches in diameter, 
and thick enough to allow it to be split. 
As soon as thus prepared hake immedi­ 
ately on a griddle, and while still warm 
split it open, spread both halves over liber­ 
ally with the best of butter, and over the 
lower half put a thick layer of ripe 
peaches, pared and rather " thinly cut. 
Sprinkle the peaches thickly with pulver­ 
ized sugar and cover them with the other 
half of the cake; dust with fine white 
sugar, and while the whole is still quite 
warm smothe- it with rich cream, and— 
well, we presume our readers know what 
to do next.

A Remark a b l e P r o d u c t .—The seeds the 
kola tree, the highly-prized stimulant of the 
natives of Africa, appear to possess qualities 
which should give them a commercial value 
in civilized countries. T. Christie, an Eng­ 
lish writer on new commercial plants and 
drugs, asserts that chocolate made with 
kola paste is ten times as nutritious as tliat 
made with cocoa, and that a laborer can 
work all day without fatigue on a single 
cup taken at breakfast time.

O ur coal tnines th en produced 14,000,000 
tons, now sO,oyO.GOO tons, or six tim es as 
m uch. 
T he iron product am ounted to 900,000 
tons o f ore; to-day it loots up over s,900,- 
000 ions a year, alm ost a niue-ftdd increase. 
In i860 our m etal industries employed 
about 53,000 hands, consum ed $100,000,000 
w orth of m aterial, and turned out about 
$180,000,000 in annual products. 
To-day 
these sam e industrie» em ploy 300,000 hands, 
consum e 
00.1,000 of m aterial, and their 
annual product am ounts to $660,000,000 a 
year. 
In I860 the wood industries employed 
130.090 ja-rs'i.'is ; to-day they employ ,'¿40,- 
000, w hile the value of their annual product 
has trebled. 
T he woolen industry em ployed 60.000 
persons then, and now em ploys 100,000, 
w hile our hom e m ills, which" produced 
goods of th e value o f $30,000,000 in 1860, 
now tu rn out an annual product w orth 
♦270,000,000. 
' 
F inally there is cotton. 
In 1360 we im ­ 
ported 227,900,0.1(1 yards o f cotton goods; 
in is m we only im ported 70,000,000 yards. 
In th e m eantim e the num ber of bands em ­ 
ployed in A m erican cotton m ills has in ­ 
creased to 200,000, and we export over 
130,(109,000 yards of cotton goods a year, 
instead o f im porting 227,000,000 vards as 
we used to do. 
T he silk industry employed 5,000 per­ 
sons, now it em ploys 35,000, seven tim es as 
m any. • 
W e im port no m ore silk goods now than 
we did in I860, but our own m ills, which 
produced goods of th e value o f $6,000,000 
then, now turn out a product of over $19,,­ 
000,000 yearly. 
In 1800,12,900 persons were employed in 
A m erican pottery and stonew are works; to­ 
day about 36,000 are em ployed in this in ­ 
dustry. 
T he chem ical industry, w hich em ployed 
6,000 persons then, now em ploys 30.000. 
_ In th ^ ju e a n tim e we have nearly tivt- 
t imos as m any m iles of railways", and 
double the n um ber of farm s, and yielding 
m ore th an double th e num ber of bushels 
o f cereals. 
In' th e production of sheep we had 22,­ 
000,000 of them in 1860; to-dav we have 
over 40,000,000 of them ; and whereas we 
th en produced in th is co untry 60.000.000 
pounds of wool, now we produce 240,000,­ 
000 p:Hinds. 
Finally,- the total of our exports has 
doubled. 
In 1860 it stood at $400,000,000, 
an d now it stands at about $900,000,000.—

Som e grave 
scenes had taken place—so serious, in fact, 
th a t the old E m peror had to assign to 
Prince Frederick Charles an isolated castle 
for his residence. 
I t was a disgrace to he 
th u s alm ost excluded from the court, w here 
h is presence had caused scandals incotn- 
patihle w ith the i -v t-rry o f m orals there 
observed. 
Two years ago the Princess 
w anted an absolute divorce, anil wished 
then to retire to her brother's borne. 
T he 
E m peror was obliged again to interfere, and 
n sem blance o f a reconciliation took place. 
B u t th eir troubled mode of life continued, 
an d only ended the other duy, w hen, after 
a scene m ore violent than usual, the Prince, 
whose harshness was proverbial, struck the 
Princess, who, in a m om ent o f rage, seized 
a pistol and fired. Pnnee Frislerick C harles 
fell m ortally w ounded."—[London T ru th .

turned his knowledge of it to good account. 
A m ong the discoveries m ade bv him re ­ 
cently was a spci ;• s of herb largely used in 
m edicine, b ut w hich was never know n to 
exist in th is country—yellow gentian (gen- 
liana lutea). 
This has been found hereto­ 
fore only in the m ountainous districts of 
central and southern Europe, a ta n altitude 
o f 3,000 to 6,000 feet. 
It is collected by the 
peasants of Sw itzerland, Tyrol. B urgundy 
and Auvegne and im ported to this country 
m ain ly from M arseilles and H avre. 
The 
Swiss distill a liquor from it called gentian 
brandy, w hich is said to be very fine. 
T he 
roots are ground up and various prepara­ 
tions m ade from them fur m edical use. 
M r. H atz has found 
it in 
quantities 
sufficiently large to be able to furnish it in 
carload lots, and is now in correspondence 
w ith w holesale druggists for th e purpose of 
securing a m arket for it.—Prescott (A. T > 
M iner.

T h e C o u n tr y ’s P r o g r e s s . 
T he following statistics show the grow th 
of the country since the year I860: 
Tw enty-five years ago we were 30,000,000 
o f p eo p le; now we are over 00,009.000. 
T hen we had 111 cities and tow ns of over 
8.000 in h ab ita n ts: now we have 286 of such 
cities and tow ns. T hen the total jiopulation 
of our cities was 5,000,000; now it is about 
12.000.000. 
O ur coal m ines th en produced 14,000,000 
tons, now J5,OQO,000 tons, or six tim es as 
m uch. 
The iron product am ounted to 900,000 
to n s of o re ; to-day it foots up over 8,000,- 
0i>0 tons a year, alm ost a nine-fold increase. 
In 1800 our m etal industries em ployed 
about 53,000 hands, consum ed $100,000,000 
w orth of m aterial, and turned out about 
$180,000,000 in annual products. 
To-day 
those sam e industries employ 300,000 hands, 
consum e $380,000,000 of m aterial, and their 
annual product am ounts to $000,000,000 a 
year. 
^ In 1SG0 the wood industries employed 
159,09o persons; to-day they em ploy 340,­ 
009, w hile the value of their annual product 
lias trebled. 
T he woolen industry em ployed 00.000 
persons then, and now em ploys 100,000, 
w hile our hom e m ills, w hich produced 
goods of the value o f $30,000,000 in 1800, 
now turn out an annual product w orth 
$270,000,000. 
F inally there is cotton. 
In 1800 we im ­ 
ported 227,000,Oo0 yards of cotton goods; 
In 1880 we only im ported 70,000,000 yards. 
In th e m eantim e the num ber of hands em ­ 
ployed in A m erican cotton m ills has in ­ 
creased to 200,000, and we export over 
151),009,OQO yards of cotton goods a year, 
instead o f im porting 227,000,000 yards as 
w e used to do. 
T he silk industry em ployed 5,000 per­ 
sons, now it em ploys 35,000, seven tim es as 
m any. • 
W c im port no m ore silk goods now than 
we did in 1880, but our own m ilis, which 
produced goods of the value of $6,000,000 
then, now turn ou t a product of over $40,,­ 
000,000 yearly. 
In 18G0, 12,000 persons were em ployed in 
A m erican pottery and stonew are works; to­ 
day about 3G,000 are em ployed ill this in­ 
dustry. 
T he chem ical industry, w hich em ployed 
6.000 persons then, now em ploys 30,000. 
In tit.m e a n tim e we have nearly five 
tim es as m any m iles of railw ays, and 
double th e num ber of farm s, and yielding 
m ore th an double the num ber of bushels 
o f cereals. 
In' th e production o f sheep we had 22,­ 
000,000 of them in I860; to-dav we have 
over 40,000,000 of them ; and w hereas we 
then produced in this country 60,000,000 
pounds of wool, now we produce 240,000.­ 
000 pounds. 
Finally, the total of our exports has 
doubled. 
In I860 it stood at $400,-000,000, 
an d now it stands at about $1)00,000,000.—

T it- R e d P r i n c e K i l l e d b y H is W if e .— 
A profound sensation has been excited in 
B erlin and V ienna by the appearance in a 
w ell-know n G erm an new spaper of w hat 
purports to be a true account o f th e death 
o f Prince Frederick Charles.

asserts in p lain term s th at the Red Prince 
did no t die of apoplexy, but th at he was 
shot dead by 1; i* wife. 
A Belgian journal 
m akes the follow ing com m ents on th e n a r­ 
rativ e: 
“ T he R?d Prince did n o t live on 
good term s with his wite. Som e grave 
scenes had taken place—so serious, in fact, 
th a t th e ' old Km peror had to assign to 
Prince Frederick Charles an isolated castle 
for his residence. 
It was a disgrace to be 
th u s alm ost excluded from the court, w here 
his presence had caused scandals incom ­ 
patible w ith the 
■ verity of m orals there 
observed. 
Two years ago the Princess 
w anted an absolute divorce, and wished 
th en to retire to her brother's hom e. 
The 
K m peror was obliged again to interfere, and 
n sem blance of a reconciliation to.-!c place. 
B n t their troubled mode of life continued, 
an d only ended the other day, w hen, after 
a scene m ore violent than usual, the Prince, 
whose harshness was proverbial, struck the 
Princess, who, in a m om ent o f rage, seised 
a pistol and fired. Prince Frederick Charles 
fell m ortally wounded. —[London T ruth. 


A \ ai.c a b l e D is c o v e r y .— Since retiring 
from the m anagem ent of the Pioneer H otel 
in th is city. D an H atz has employed his 
leisure tim e in studying th e flora of this 
section of th e country. 
Being proficient 
in anti an ardent lover of botany, he has 
tu rn ed his knowledge of it to good account. 
A m ong the discoveries m ade by him re­ 
cently was a species of herb largely used in 
m edicine, h ut wLich was never kiiown to 
ex ist in th is country—yellow gentian (uca- 
tiana lutea'. 
T his has been found hereto­ 
fore only in the m ountainous districts of 
central and southern Europe, a ta n altitude 
o f 3,000 to 6.000 feet. 
It is collected by the 
peasants of Sw itzerland, Tyrol, B urgundy 
and A uvegne and im ported to this country 
m ain ly from Marseilles’ and H avre. 
T he 
Swiss distill a liquor from it called gentian 
branny, w hich is said to be very fine. 
The 
roots arc ground up and various prepara­ 
tions m ade from them for m edical use. 
M r. H atz has found 
it in 
quantities 
sufficiently large to be able to furnish it in 
carload lots, and is now in correspondence 
w u h wholesale druggists for th e purpose of 
securing a m arket for it.—Prescott (A. T.)

som er. 
I f you are troubled w ith dyspepsia 
o r heartburn eat it yourself. 
Gum arabic 
is recom m ended to be used thus, and for 
a ll we can see gum apricot is ju st as good. 
A nd then the m ucilage bottle of old, a l­ 
ways getting em pty, bow easy to replenish 
it now ! 
It rem ains for som e enterprising 
person to find out w hether, put in alcohol, 
gum apricot m ay no t be useful in other 
w ays.—[R ural C alifornian.

know n as “ D o c to r1 D aw ne—like th e re­ 
cent pastor of a P o rtlan d church—and on 
being questioned regarding his title to I). 
D., said th at he was not a theological grad­ 
uate. but th a t Vtie title " doctor “ referred to 
his being a full-blow n m edicus. 
H e soon 
after began lecturing in th e University’ ot 
th e 'W illam ette as a professor of clinics, 
m ateria m edica, or som ething of the kind, 
an d was th e m ost popular lecturer in the 
U niversity. A bout this tim e Syl. Sim pson 
an d lie were candidates in opposition to 
each other for .the nom ination o f S u­ 
perintendent o f Public Instruction in the 
D em ocratic Convention, and as the unterri- 
tied felt that they owed som ething to the 
religious elem ent, D aw ne was nom inated. 
Syl. Sim pson im m ediately rushed to pen 
and ink. and began w ar on his successful 
opponent that ended in his defeat—th e only 
m an, we think, on th e Dem ocratic ticket 
who was m ade to suffer. 
It seems that 
when Mr. D aw ne's diplom a from th e m ed­ 
ical college was called for, it had un fo rtu ­ 
nately been “ burned in a fire dow n South,” 
and no word was received from th e college 
from w hich he is said to have graduated 
th at his nam e appeared on the lists as an 
alumnut.

T he Paradise V alley m ine 
is said to be looking better than ever be­ 
fore in the lower levels. 
W. H . Davis has struck a rich body of 
ore on bis claim on Cedar F lat, above Cer- 
bat, A. T. 
F or years rich float rock has 
been found near this ledge, but the place 
front w hence it cam e had never been found 
until Mr. Davis luckily struck the right 
spot. 
The ore is a rich brow nish red, and 
specim ens w hich were show n us were com­ 
pletely covered w ith pure native silver one- 
eighth of an inch thick. 
It :s j-afc- to say th at the output of gold 
from placer m ining this year throughout 
Baker county will be larger th an for m any 
form er seasons. 
T he spring started in 
m ost favorable to all placer m iners.

snow of last w inter m elted gradually, the 
spring rain s were in abundance, th u s sup­ 
plying the claim s w ith an abundance of 
water. A il in all, th e placer m iners were 
favored in m any wavs, and. consequently 
they are reaping their reward. 


M i l l C r e e k O u t l o o k .—T he Bodic Free 
Press of A ugust Illh saj’S: 
Jam es M cDonald, of the B ryant m ine at 
Lundy, was in tow n to-day w ith a splendid 
shipm ent 'if bullion from the last clean-up 
of ihe m ill, w hich closed down on the 17th 
after a fine run on rich ore. Mr. M cDonald 
says th at only enough m illing is being 
done to pay current expenses of developing 
the m ine, w hich is being opened by a new 
tunnel running on th e ledge, and now in 
100 feet. 
In a distance of 450 feet, while 
th e ore extracted pays for ru n n in g it the 
ledge will be opened by the tunnel 300 feet 
below the oil works, th u s leaving vast 
stopping ground. 
The B utterfield m ill 
started up yesterday on very high grade 
ore from the Jackson m ine, under tlié su- 
perintendencv of R. T. Pierce, who arrived 
here on the 15th. 
The last lot of only 21 
tons yielded $1,200. T he Little E m m a 
m ine has som e 25 tons o f rich ore w aiting 
reduction a t the sam e works.

THE GRANT MONBMEÍÍf, 


A>' ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING—THE 
WHOLE STATE INTERESTED. 


R e m a r k s o f D ir e c to r s—Izctters fron t 
A b sen t M em b er s—C o n ce rt 
o f A ctio n . 


Last evening there was a meeting in the 
Assembly Chamber of the Directors of the 
G rant Monument Association, which was 
largely attended. The meeting was called 
to order by John H. Carroll. L'r, H. 
I.athani stated that the best equestrian 
statues in the country cost from $20,000 to 
$50,000. The McPherson statue cost $23,500, 
and the magnificent equestrian statue of 
General Thomas cost $50,000. That of Gen­ 
eral Scotf—bronze, in full uniform, one of 
the finest in W ashington—cost but $20,000. 
T he colossal statue ot General Jackson cost 
$50,000. 
Alex. Badlam said he did not think this 
the proper time or place to consider the 
style or cost of a m onum ent, it was a m at 
ter that should be left to the judgm ent of 
the Executive Committee, after the neces­ 
sary funds were raised. 
Mr. Carroll said if the directorship of the 
association was properly organized through­ 
out tiie State there was no question but ’hat 
am ple funds could be raised. 
Governor Stoneman said he understood a 
Committee on By-laws had been appointed. 
Their report would no doubt outline the 
duties of the officers, and should be read at 
this time. 
Dr. Merritt, of Alameda, was heartily in 
favor of a suitable m onum ent to General 
G rant; thought 


C A PITO L PA R K T H E PB O FEK PLA CE, 
But thought it was high time that the Di­ 
rectors throughout the State were apprised 
of thier powers and duties. 
Hon. John Boggs, of Colusa, said he an 
derstood that the Directors in each county 
were to devise ways and means to rail 
money lor the m onum ent fund. He said 
that he and Will S. Green had been ap­ 
pointed for Colusa countv, and that they 
would do their duty. “ We will meet,” he 
said, “ and you need not fear but that Co 
lusa will roil up a creditable amount for 
that purpose.” 
C. II. Chase said lie thought they should 
have a report from the Board on by-laws, 
and that they should know who the of­ 
ficers of the association were. H e thought 
it eminently proper that a majority of the 
Executive Committee should be residents 
of Sacramento, so that a quorum for trans­ 
action of business could be had at any 
tim e on short notice. He was satisfied 
with w'liat the Executive Committee had 
done up to this time; that they were the 
right men in the right place. 


C A LLED BY T H E GO VERNO R. 
Mr. Carroll explained that the first meet­ 
ing was railed in response to a request 
made by the Governor in his remarks 
at 
the 
(¡rapt 
memorial 
services. 
A t 
that 
time 
it 
was thought best 
to make the Executive Committee, which 
hud been so efficient in getting up the 
memorial service, the Executive Commit­ 
tee of the Monument Association. At that 
time the enthusiasm of the people was 
aiive; prompt action was desired, hence 
the selection. It was intended, not as a 
Sacramento movement, but one in which 
it was proposed to elicit the patriotism of 
the State. It was hoped that no town, no 
county, no section of the State would ex­ 
cept to what had been done, for this was a 
m atter ol expediency to further the end of 
an object dear to every true American, and 
one in which any spirit of jealousy should 
not be allowed to enter. Grant belonged to 
the whole people, and Capitol Park to the 
cu ti re State of California. 


A LL SH OULD RE HARM ONY. 
Aiex. Badlam said there might appear to 
he a little irregularity in the election of 
Directors, but lib thought the explanation 
of Mr. Carroll should be sufficient to set 
_jide any feeling that any admirer of the 
lamented General Grant should unfortu­ 
nately have entertained. We have but one 
object, and that is to sec that a proper mon­ 
um ent is erected to the memory of the 
greatest man that ever li ved. We will work 
to one common end, and that is to to see 
that his memory is perpetuated by a monu­ 
ment to be erected in these Capitol grounds 
that will not only honor his name and glo­ 
rious deeds, but that will he a credit to the 
people of tiie State of California. He said, 
m conversation with Governor Stanford re­ 
garding the matter, the latter had said that 
be thought California would raise three, 
four or five hundred thousand dollars fur 
this purpose. The liberality ot our people 
is without a parallel, and there was no 
doubt but that they would cause to be 
erected 
AT T H E IR C A PITA L A STATUE 
That would put to shame all other efforts 
in the Union. H e thought the Association 
already well organized, and advised them 
to proceed with the programme already 
mapped out. 
Colonel T. W. Sheehan said he thought 
there would be no trouble in getting tiie 
entire people enthused in the matter. He 
believed that, as Mr. Boggs had said, the 
Directors in each county could organize 
local organizations which would bring the 
subscription within the reach of all, and if 
this was done success was assured. He 
thought it would be well to leave subscrip­ 
tion lists at country school-houses and 
churches, and thus enable the entire peo­ 
ple to add their mite to this worthy cause. 
In this way he believed there would be a 
spontaneous contribution which would fur- 
nisli all the means necessary. H e was op­ 
posed to appointing collectors and paving 
commissions until after the means ’sug­ 
gested were found inadequate. 
Professor NVelcker then stated, for the 
benefit of Directors from abroad who were 
not at the first meeting, what was done at 
that time, how and why the committee 
were selected. 


T U T P E O P L E A N X IO U S TO CO N TR IB U TE. 
Mr. Boggs said the committee appointed 
at a former meeting had done all that 
could have been done so far. H e said this 
was a m atter that required but little can­ 
vassing. The people are only too willing 
to contribute their dollar, and become 
members. Ail the Directors in the different 
counties will have to do will be to direct 
b*»w thecom 
be cottected and trans­ 
mitted. 
D. J. Oulialian said the Directors in each 
county should be men who would take 
hold and do their duty. H e moved to add 
to the San Joaqnin 'county Directors the 
names of John H. O'Brien and J. I). 
Peters. They were added. 
H enry Vr >om;.n hought the organization 
should be more clearly defined, so that the 
Directors would know what is expected of 
them and be able to go to work under­ 
standingly. So far as he could see every­ 
thing was progressing finely. He thought 
the Executive Committee' should adopt 
some by-laws, and designate the Directors 


b s a Finance Commitree; They should 
also be empowered to add to their com­ 
mittee, so as to be able to

When that is done all could go to work, 
there would be a concert of action and suc­ 
cess thus assured. 
He said that was the 
plan adopted in Oakland in raising money 
for the Grant Memorial exercises, it proveí 
successful, and they had hundreds of dol­ 
lars left after paying all expenses, which 
was donated to the benevolent institutions 
of that city. This, he said, is neither the 
time nor place to split hairs on the question 
of organization, nor as to who is to be Di­ 
rectors, but at the same time it is essential, 
in fact, necessary, that the duties of all con­ 
nected with the organization should be 
clearly defined and designated. The Exec­ 
utive Committee can. in the next thirty-six 
hours, form a code of by-laws and issue a 
circular of instructions that can be sent to 
all, and then your organization is complete, 
your success assured. 
H r. Vrooman offered the following reso­ 
lution, which was unanimously adopted:

E. Leake, editor of tiie Dixon Trih- 
nne. wrote: " I t is very probable 1 shall 
not be able to attend to-ñight, but you may 
rely o:i m y earnest and hearty co-operation 
in any measures you may deem fit to 
adopt." 
Jesse D. Carr, Solano county, said : " It 
will be impossible for tne to be with you 
on Friday night. Business of importance 
prevents; but I will Ic with you i/i actum." 
Judge N. D. Arnot, Markleeville, Alpine 
county, said in answer to notice of appoint 
ment as Director ; " I most heartily accept 
the trust, though I am so far removed from 
the common center of the State it will be 
almost imiioasible for me to meet with 
other gentlemen nam rd, but will do all I 
can to co-operate with them to erect a 
State monument to General Grant's m em ­ 
ory." 
Judge Aaron Bell, Shasta, notified of his 
inability to be present at the meeting, and 
said : " I regret very much that I cannot be 
present. 
I heartily approve of the project, 
and will do ail in my power to assist in the 
m atter in Shasta county.” 
GentraJ R. II. Warfield, Commander 
Grand Army Republic for California, writes 
in answer to his appointment as one of the 
Directors ; “ I am heartily in favor of the 
monument, and wiil co-operate with the 
Sonoma county Directors in any labors that 
will tend to the success of the association."

Yours of August 14th has been duly re­ 
ceived. The newspaper article referred to 
of the 10th inst. is substantially correct 
but does not contain an account of one- 
half of the strange doings which have 
taken place at the Fisher ranch near this 
place. The manifestations stated were seen 
and witnessed by upwards ot twenty per 
sons of good standing in this neighborhood 
and to doubt their statements would be 
very difficult. These statements are gener­ 
ally believed by the people of this neigh 
borhood to have taken place, and more be­ 
sides. I cannot doubt the veracity of the 
m any persons who have stated to m e per­ 
sonally that they saw those occurrences in 
open daylight. I therefore believe them to 
be true.

T H E M IL L V IL L E " T IM E S ’ ” ACCOUNT. 
The strange doings arc described in detail 
in the East-side Times of August 8th, pub­ 
lished at Millville, and in the following 
language: 
Millville is just now the center of the 
sensation of the day, the cause being the 
supernatural exhibition which has been 
taking placeTur the past two weeks on the 
ranch of Peter Fisher, situated on the Tam ­ 
arac road, ten miles from town. It is a case 
w ithout parallel in the annals of spirit 
manifestations heretofore known. We shall 
endeavor to clearly slate the facts as they 
exists—facts to which many of our prom­ 
inent people are ready to' swear, having 
been witnesses to the strange manifesta­ 
tions. 
Wc will premise by slating that the 
house is situated on a slight rise about 250 
yards from Old Cow creek ; the nearest 
building is the barn, fifty yards away; no 
trees or shrubbery are nearer to the house 
than the orchard,' which is at the bottom of 
the rise, some fifty yards away. The tem­ 
porary cabin is on the opposite bank of the 
creek fron the house. 
Two weeks ago Thursday, while Mr. 
Fisher was away from home, the first m an­ 
ifestation was made. 
It was in the shape 
of rocks being thrown. Jim Fisher, the 
fifteen-year-old son, was fishing in the 
cre-ek. when small rocks began falling 
around his line, scaring away the fish, and 
caused him to quit fishing and go up to the 
house. His mother took Jim iuie to task 
when he got to the house for throwing 
rocks into the front ro'oun which faces the 
creek, several rocks having been thrown in 
on the floor. The boy denied throwing the 
rocks; indeed, it would have been impossi­ 
ble for him to lmve thrown tiie distance 
from tiie creek. On the. return of Fisher 
the phenomenon continued in the shape of 
rocks falling on the kitchen floor, the rocks 
appearing to come through a small open­ 
ing where a window-pane was out. and 
were never seen until after they were heard 
to strike the floor. This fusiláde kept up 
at intervals for two days before other m ani­ 
festations appeared. The next doings was 
the moving of pictures, the opening of an 
umbrella on the front-room table, the 
throwing of the bedclothes and mattress oil 
of a bed. Although a strict watch was kept, 
no forms of any kind were seen ; and what 
made it still more mysterious all the m ani­ 
festations were made in the daytime. 
Mr. Fisher being afraid that some of the 
family might be bit by the flying stones, 
removed his family and household goods 
to a camp on the other side ot (lie creek, 
250 yards from the house, and built a tem­ 
porary cabin. After the removal the m an­ 
ifestations at the house continued when 
any of the members of the family were 
present. On one occasion Mr. Fisher and 
John Mears went to a bedroom door, and 
on trying to open it found it locked; they 
turned the key in the lock, and even then 
could not open the door, and proposed to 
break it in ; but. pending doing so. went 
down into the orchard, and on coming hack 
in a few moments found the bedroom door 
not only unlocked hut partly open. A 
clock bad been placed in a satchel and the 
key left in the lock, but on a member of 
the family going to the satchel they fonnd 
the key gone, and it was missing for three 
days, when suddenly the eleven-year-old 
daughter, Annie, felt something * gliding 
down her back, and on investigation it was 
found to be the lost k e y ; and on unlocking 
the satchel a string was found tied so 
tightly around the clock that it had to he 
cut to get it off. The windows had all been 
nailed down securely, when 
suddenly, 
while the family were all present, one oi 
the windows shot up its full length, carry­ 
ing the nails with it. Sticks as well as 
stones began to be thrown 
These strange acts continued until Tues­ 
day afternoon without anyone being hit 
by the flying stones or sticks. On that 
afternoon D. P. and W illiam March were 
present, and, while sitting on the back 
porch, heard six or seven rocks fall on the 
kitchen floor, the door of which opened on 
the porch, and the rocks could not have 
been thrown from the outside by mortal 
hands without their seeing theni. 
The 
Marchs ¡went home, and about G o’clock 
the editor put in an appearance on the 
-Acaafc a i aatiuiu 
twmvtl the iaiiiil.vi.'i 
the orchard about forty yards from ’ the 
house, and down a short bank. Just as we 
arrived the first rock that struck anvone 
was thrown, striking the girl Annie, "who 
was sitting under a tree, on the right ankle. 
It was a rock about the size of a large 
peach, and, although it seemed to conic 
from a distance, it did not leave any mark 
on the ankle. 
From this tim e on all the 
manifestations seemed to center on or 
around this girl Annie, although nothing 
further occurred that evening. 
We went 
up to March's and stayed over night, and 
the next morning returned witli the whole 
March family, and were informed that that 
morning (Wednesday), before our arrival, 
the girl had been struck three times on the 
same right ankle, twice by stones, and once 
bv a stick ; one of the atones seemed to 
come through a cooking stove, thegirl hav­ 
ing her feet under it at the time. These 
manifestations occurred at the cabin to 
which the family had removed. 
The 
family all came up to the house and we re­ 
mained there some three hours, when busi­ 
ness compelled us to leave for home ; dur­ 
ing that time the house was struck three 
times by rocks, and the girl once in the 
ankle as usual. We then started forborne, 
and shortly after our departure quite a fusi- 
lade of rocks fell in and about the house. 
At 5 o'clock that (Wednesday) afternoon 
a delegation of Mitlvillites put in their ap­ 
pearance to down the spook. Soon after 
their arrival, while Arnold Graham was 
talking to the girl, a small rock the size of 
an egg fell between them. 
An adjourn­ 
m ent was then had to the cabin for supper. 
The next new phenomenon then occurred. 
It was the taking of the girl’s straw hat 
from her head twice and throwing it sixty 
feet, lighting crown down both times. 
W hile the girl was eating supper a lialf- 
gallon soap can. one-third full of soap, flew 
and struck her on the ankle, and no soap 
was spilled. After supper Annie was sit­ 
ting holding a willow stick about three feet 
long in her hands, when it was suddenly 


snatched from her grasp by unseen hands ] 
and i brown across the camp. A pitch-pine i 
stick four feet long was also thrown across 
the camp. 
The M illville delegation divided for the 
night, part sleeping at the camp and the 
rem ainder taking up quarters in the so- 
called haunted house. The night at the 
house was passed quiet’v, as none of the 
family were present, in fact as yet no m an­ 
ifestations had been made at night. 
At 
the cabin, however, a slight manifestation 
was noticed for the lirsl time. 
David 
King, who is a brother-in-law of Fisher, 
was sleeping with the two little boys when 
he was awakened by the pulling of the bed 
clothes. H e sat up in the bed and seemed 
to see a figure a t the foot of the bed with 
outstretched hands. 
H e edged towards 
the foot of the bed and finally grabbed 
twice at the apparition, but graspc-d only 
the air, the fignie disappearing. 
In the morning the manifestations again 
began, and Thursday was a regular field 
day for the spook. 
Rocks and sticks fell 
frequently, and on going to the neighbor­ 
hood of the house the girl’s hat was taken 
from her head four times and thrown from 
her; she then put on AbeAVebb’s hat, and 
it was treated in the same m anner twice; 
she then took Arnold Graham’s hat, and it 
received the same treatm ent oncc. 
The 
hats always went off in front of the girl; 
always went the same distance of sixty 
feet, and always lit crown down. 
Oil 
several occasions she had her hands crossed 
over the liat when it left her head , a light 
breeze was blowing, hut it would even go 
.against the wind in its flight. 
A close 
watch was kept to sec the bat leave her 
head, but no one ever saw it start, although 
twice it was seen when about two feet from 
her head, and om e it seemed to circle 
around in the air before alighting: on all 
the other occasions it was not seen until it 
struck the ground. The girl was struck 
once during the day by a stone, which was 
found to weigh eight pounds, one ounce. 
Shortly after noon the Millville delega­ 
tion started for home,-and the family began 
to prepare to come to tow n; a perfect 
matinee took place for over one hour, one 
manifestation following close after another, 
the family having in the meantime re­ 
turned to the cabin. A sm all satchel had 
been prepared to bring along, and set 
against the w all; on going to look for it a 
moment later it was found hanging «n a 
nail in the rafters. It was taken down, and 
was again missed, when it was found hid 
under a carpet sack in the corner of the 
room. A broom was thrown across tlie 
room. The little girl was sitting in u rock­ 
ing-chair alongside of her uncle, when the 
front slat of the rocker fell out, striking 
her on the inevitable ankle; 
it took all 
Dave’s strength to spring the slat back in 
its place. The girl said. “ Uncle Dave, it 
pinched me,” and on taking down her 
stocking a small red mark was seen on the 
ankle. Fisher called Dave out to see where 
a pint bottle had been hid in a knife box, 
and covered up with potatoes, tiie top 
potato having a string tied around it. 
On Dave’s return to tiie cabin the rocking- 
chair was found standing on the bed and 
firmly wedged between the bed and roof. 
Dave King and the girl then seated them ­ 
selves in the cabin, and the next thing 
seen was that one of the pillows turned 
around in its ¡dace and started for the foot 
of the bed. 
Dave grabbed it and returned 
it to its place. Soon after Fisher brought 
in one of the children, which had gone to 
sleep, and placed it on a pillow in the con­ 
fer of the bed. 
He had hardly done so 
before the pillow turned up on end rolling 
the still sleeping child off onto to the lied, 
and remained on end until laid down. 
The girl hung her hat on the bed-post and 
it was soon missing and was found under 
the bed clothes. Dave King drank a glass 
of milk and set the glass on the table, 
looked away for a moment and the glass 
was missing. 
It was found lying on the 
bed. Two uutcher-knives were lying on a 
bench, when all at once one was seen 
standing point down on the girl's shoulder. 
Soon after a fence-board. eight feet long, 
was discovered laying across the back of 
the girl’s neck. 
Immediately after this last occurrence 
the family started for Millville, and the 
mother, daughter Annie and two younger 
children have sim e remained at the resi­ 
dence ol David King. The father and son 
returned to the ranch, and we are informed 
that since the departure of the family no 
disturbance whatever lias taken place. 
Ii 
seems as though all the manifestations cen­ 
tered around tliegir! Annie, and wiien she 
is not present nothing is observed. 
Many seemed to doubt the truth of these 
occurrences at lirst, and attributed the first 
manifestations to human agencies, con­ 
cocted by persons who wished to possess 
the Fisher place and expected to scare 
Fisher into selling; but the later acts, 
which have been witnessed by so many 
different persons, dispel any such theory. 
Among those who have, in addition to the 
Fisher family, witnessed some of these 
various manifestations, are the following: 

March, 
Wm. March. I. W. Kidd, Lee March, Wm.

W illiam ­ 
son. Tom Harrington, Abe Webb and 
Ernest King, and any or all are willing to 
make affidavit to the truth of these facts as 
stated.
